Our Sunday Schoo}, with but two or three excep- 
tions, continues under the same management, Officers 
and Teachers, that it has had for the past three seasons. 

‘The session is from g o'clock to 10.30, every Sunday 
morning, except during the months of July and August, 
when most of our Teachers are absent from the city, 
and the School is closed. 

During the seasons of Advent and Lent, in order not 
to interfere with the regular lesson, an extra session is 
held Sunday afternoons, to practice the carols for 
Christmas and Easter.

TWENTY.SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


After more than a quarter of a century of successful 
work, by the blessing of God and the liberality of the 
congregation, the Managers of the Parish School are 
again enabled to present a favorable Annual Report of 
its condition and progress. E 

There are at present 53 children in the school— 
зо boys and 23 girls Thirty-seven of these have been 
admitted during the past year, twenty of whom have 
been placed on the free scholarships. This fills the list 
of scholarships at the disposal of the managers. 

The teachers in charge of the school merit special 
commendation for their earnestness and devotion, nor 
only in teaching but also in visiting the children, 

Tt may not be out of place in this report, to answer a 
question often put to the managers“ What is the use 
of Parish Schools when the Public Schools are so 
good?” They reply, to provide a place where children 
may receive sound religious as well аз secular instruc- 
tion—to make them good christians as well as good 
citizens. A visit to the school would how aht many 
of the children receive little or no religious teaching at 
home. The instruction begins in the Sunday School, 
and is continued through the week. The daily opening 
of the school is in the Church, where they join in the 
Morning Prayer, and where they are catechized once 
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each week; and whilst full time is given to secular 
instruction in all the English branches fitted for their 
years, no day passes on which a portion of the catechism, 
creed or collect is not learned, and the teachings of the 
christian year, in which the life and death of our 
Saviour is so beautifully portrayed, is brought home to 
the heart of every child. Many of the children enter 
the school unbaptized, but it rarely happens that one 
Teaves the school without having been received into the 
fold of Christ by Holy Baptism. Can any question the 
advantages of such training for children, be they rich or 
poor, in a school where they are shielded from many 
‘unhappy influences arising from the promiscuous gather- 
Tings of the public schools, and where the tone of every- 
thing in the way of morals and religion is higher and 
healthier ? 

‘The managers earnestly ask for increased offerings, to 
provide free scholarships and clothing for a number of 
applicants waiting to be received, and who cannot be 
admitted until provision is made for them. The cost of 
each free scholarship is only $10 per annum. 

‘The managers cannot but feel that, while they may 
record the number of the children who come and go, 
there is a still higher record, with its peculiar blessing, 
for those who help to support the school, and enable 
them to “receive such little children in His Мате,” 
and thus receive Him who died for them, and perhaps 
in doing во save their souls.

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TWENTIETH ANNUAL REPORT. 


This Society has now continued its useful work for 
twenty years. The amount of good which it has been 
able to accomplish, by supplying some of oar poorly 
paid clergy with wearing apparel, houschold linen, and 
other aseful articles, can scarcely be overestimated. 

Daring all these years it has annually sent a large box 
of clothing to be distributed among the more needy 
Students of Divinity at Nashotah. In response to the 
last one, the President wrote: “I cannot tell you how 
very acceptable its contents are, but I can assure you 
that your provision for their bodily necessities is a great 
relief to the minds of many who are studying for the 
Holy Ministry here.” 

‘The following extract from the letter of a clergyman, 
to whom a box was sent last winter, will show the 
manner in which the work of the Society is appreciated: 
“I wish you and all the kind ladies who contributed 
(to the box sent) could know how vastly you have 
added to our comfort. Could you have witnessed thc 
unpacking of the box, it would have given you as much 
pleasure as the packing doubtless did. Words are in- 
adequate to express our deep and heartfelt gratitude. 
Those wonderfully warm and comfortable undershirts, 
stockings, flannels, and other under-clothing, coming to 
us this freezing weather, are peculiarly acceptable.

It has been thought expedient during the past year 
to change the sessions of the School from morning 
to afternoon, and the time of meeting is now from 
half-past two o'clock until four P. M. 

"rhe ‘Teachers’ Mecting, " for study of the Sunday 
lesson, is still held each week, though changed in cha- 
racter, the Instruction“ this season being given by 
onc of the assistant Clergy, the Rev. G. M, Christian. 
The meetings are held every Monday evening, in the 
School room, at quarter before eight o'clock. 

The number of volumes in our library, it may be 
well to state, since our last report bas been reduced by 
o Non the shelves some books never taken out 
by the scholars, and many more so worn as not to be 
even worth rebinding. ie old book case, also unfit 
for further service, has been replaced through the in. 
strumentality of a few of the younger girls of the 
School, by a large and well arranged one capable of 
holding about nine hundred volumes. 

The offerings of the School during the past year, 
amounting to one hundred and fifty dollars, have been 
appropriated to purchase a clerestory window, to be of 
stained glass, bearing figures of St, Mark and St, Luke. 

The offerings for the coming year and until such 
time as a sufficient amount can be collected, are to be 
devoted to procuring a memorial window to the Rev. 
George Pauley, sometime assistant minister in this 
Parish, and devoted to the interests of the School. 
"This window, by permission of the Rector and Vestry, 
will be placed in south side of the sanctuary. 

In making this Report, the Superintendent hopes a 
more general interest may be manifested in the wel- 
fare and success of the School, by the members of the 
Church, during the ensuing year.

TWENTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


"The Managers of the Parish School, in making their 
Annual Report, gratefully acknowledge the receipt of 
eight hundred and ten dollars and thirty-seven cents, 
two hundred and seventy of which was subscribed to 
provide free scholarships. 

"There were also many valuable donations of cloth- 
ing sent to the school-room, which contributed greatly 
to the comfort and health of the children, and enabled 
them to be more regular in their attendance in School. 

During the year forty-six children have been ad- 
mitted, thirteen of them on scholarships, 

At present there are sixty-six names enrolled, twenty- 
eight boys, and thirty-six girls; twenty-seven of them 
are on scholarships, which fills the entire list sub- 
scribed, 

‘The children have had some days of recreation and 
pleasure which will riot soon be forgotten,—the Christ- 
mas festival, which they shared in common with the 
other children of the Parish; а picnic in June, near 
Belmont, with the teachers and some of the parents; 
and one very happy and instructive day passed in the 
Zoological Gardens, Miss Lennig having provided the 
tickets of admission, 

‘The annual examination, on Whitsun Tuesday, was

practical results. If we have stood by one another in

We may not, each of us, be conscious of just what 
benefit we derive from it, and the benefit may not be 
in such form as at the time to advance our material 
interests, bnt certain it is that as each year rolls around. 
we find ourselves stronger and better by reason of the 
associations we here enjoy. Our sympathies and affec- 
tions become enlarged. The feeling of brotherhood 
and the desire to help one another grow stronger. 
We get up to a higher level of thought and purpose. 
In a word, the influences which here surround us tend 
to make us better men. Lêt us then, one and all, try 
to keep up the high standard of our organization, and 
let cach one try to induce others to join us, that by 
increasing our numbers we may increase our strength 
and enlarge our influence in the community. 

According to our usual custom, the Executive Com- 
mittee submit a brief report of the various departments

1. The Library has grown gradually, by gift and 
purchase, until it numbers about two thousand volumes, 
and we have money in hand with which to buy at least 
two hundred volumes more. The usefulness and per- 
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manent value of the Library has been very much in- 
creased by the gift of Mr. I. V. Williamson, of ground 
rents amounting to $3,433.33. the annual income of 
which ($206) is applied, by the expressed wish of the 
donor, to the purchase of new books. The Library 
is very much used by the members, and as it is the 
only one of considerable size in the south-western 
portion of the city, it is of great convenience and 
value, and moreover it ought to serve to increase the 
number of our members.

‘The attendance at these classes, excepting the class 
of Mechanical and Free-hand drawing, has been, 
during the past season, unusually small. Whether 
this arises from the inability of the members to attend 
them, or from the fact that similar opportunities are 
offered elsewhere, your Executive Committee are 
unable to say; but we take this opportunity of urging 
upon the members the usefulness of this department 
of our Club and Institute. We shall be very glad to 
receive suggestions on special subjects to be taught, 
and the way in which the instruction shall be con- 
ducted, so that the convenience of the members may 
be consulted, and their wants in this respect supplied, 
It has been suggested that a Reading Class shall be 
formed, for reading, recitations, and perhaps short 
discussions or debates on matters of interest.

We must wait 
for a time longer, and, if the times improve, we hope 
to be able to carry out the project of building, if not 
precisely according to the plan prepared, at least in 
such manner as to secure for ourselves suitable accom- 
modations for all the departments of our work

Jue Bells 


"The Bells of our Church have been made the sub- 
ject of annoying and vexatious litigation during the 
past year. ‘The facts of the case are simply recorded 
here as part of the current history of the Parish. 

In January last Mr. George L. Harrison and others 
filed a bill in equity against the corporation, as we 
had been notified after the bells were ordered would 
be done when they were placed in the tower, praying 
that an injunction be issued to restrain us from using 
them. The case was heard in the Court of Common 
Pleas, No. 2, Judge Hare presiding, and on the 24 
February, for the first time, it is believed, in the his- 
tory of Christendom, a preliminary injunction was 
granted, forbidding a church the ordinary use of its 
bells for announcing its services. Under the advice 
of counsel an appeal was immediately taken to the 
Supreme Court of the State. After the case had been 
heard, the Supreme Court so far modified the injunc- 
tion of the Court of Common Pleas as to allow us to 
ring our bells ow for “the usual three Divine services 
on Sundays—forenoon, afternoon and evening," in 
aspecified manner. The decree of the Court was in 
the following words: 

“And now, June 14, 1877, the appeal having been 
fally-argued and heard, it is ordered and adjudged 
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that the decree of the Court below be affirmed, and 
the injunction continued until final hearing, with the 
modification that the defendants are permitted to ring 
their chime of bells on Sundays, for five minutes, at 
thirty minutes before the time of the commencing of 
Divine service, and to ring the smallest bell alone for 
five minutes immediately before such time.'^ 
[Endorsed.] 
„We dissent, for the reason that we do not think 
this a proper case for a preliminary injunction."

"Two days later the Court made the following order: 

“And now, June 16, 1877, it is ordered that the 
permission accorded to the defendants below in the 
decree of this Court, June 16, to ring the chimes or 
bells, be limited to the usual three Divine services on 
that day—forenoon, afternoon and evening—and not 
to any early morning service.” 

A decree which silences our bells on all days but 
Sundays, and allows their use then only at specifically 
prescribed times and manner," and precludes their 
use at all on Church and National festivals, (suck as. 
Christmas and ‘Thanksgiving day,) and forbids their 
being tolled for funerals, in accordance with the 
immemorial usages of the Christian Church, and with 


* Even the ringing of the bell for the Sunday School, which the ehiidren 
‘purchased with their litte savings, ix forbidden. 
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what has been, ever since the existence of this com- 
monwealth, and is now the practice of other churches 
in this city, was felt to imperil so seriously the privi- 
leges which have hitherto been accorded to the Church 
in all Christian lands, that it was decided to ring the 
bells, as prescribed by a majority of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court, under protest until we can succeed in 
procuring the removal of the injunction, 

It is difficult to understand how any Christian men 
could be induced to use their influence to silence the 
Church's means of calling people to prayer. One 

„would think love for the Saviour and His Holy Word 
would make the voices of the bells, which summon 
people to the House of Prayer, sound like music in 
their ears. When they are silenced the Church has no 
other recognized means of annouucing its services, and 
awakening the attention of the thoughtless multitude 
who wander aimlessly about the streets of our cities to 
the duty and privilege of Christian worship, It seems 
impossible that this decree can be reaffirmed when the 
case is finally and more fully heard, 

‘The Rector has on deposit four hundred and eighty- 
five dollars and twenty-four cents towards the purchase 
of the four bells to complete the peal, and the cost of 
опе bell has been promised by a member of the Parish 
аз а memorial to deceased children, Less than one 
thousand dollars additional will now secure to the 
Church one of the finest and most complete peal of 

bells in the country. The Rector will gladly receive 
donations for this purpose.

TWENTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


In presenting their Annual Report, the Managers 
of the Parish School thank those members of the 
congregation who have aided them in supporting the 
School during the past year. There are now on the 
roll the names of 31 boys and 34 gitls, making the 
total number 65, of whom 22 are on free scholarships. 
‘The children have shown great interest in their 
studies during the ycar; and the managers are par- 
ticularly glad to commend their attentive conduct, 
both in Church and School. It also affords them 
much pleasure to report favorably of the Teachers, 
who maintain, as heretofore, the same good discip- 
line, and are very faithful in the performance of 
their duties. 

The managers earnestly beg the members of the 
Parish to provide as many Free Scholarships ($10.00 
a year) as they can. The continued difficulty in 
finding steady employment among the laboring 
classes, makes it very important to extend the bless- 
ings of Church education to as many children as 
possible, by means of these scholarships. "Those who 
visit the School constantly, can testify to the great 
advantage of this training for children thus protected 
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from the promiscuous influences of the public 
schools. c 
Through the kindness and liberality of some mem- 
bers of the Parish, the painting and repairing of the 
walls of the School Rooms have been done. The 
much needed improvements are thus completed, and 
„the contributors will find the rooms in suitable.

"This Meeting has been carried on as usual during the 
past season. The Managers take pleasure Їп reporting 
the good they feel has resulted from these gatherings. 
"The pleasant social hours passed by the mothers in sew- 
ing, while some interesting book is read aloud, is much 
appreciated by them. Material is sold them at cost pricos 
for garments, which they make in the meetings, and pay 
for in instalments. Books are loaned them, and at the 
close of the evening the religious services are held, con- 
ducted by one of the clergy of the Church, The system 
here acted upon, of helping the poor to hel themselves, 
is found very efficient, Those cases of extreme need that 
come under the observation of the Managers are aided 
from a fund provided by the kindness of a few members 
of St. Mark's. 

By the aid of the Communion Alms, coal was again 
furnished to the most needy at reduced price, and paid 
for in weekly instalments, This plan has been found to 
answer much better than giving coal free of cost. The 
coal when paid for, even at the reduced rate, is more 
carefully husbanded, and the women are also taught 
to rely on themselves.

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REPORT. 


The general character of this organization, and 
the special purposes of its work, are so well known 
to the members of St, Mark's Parish that it is not 
necessary to submit, at this time, any detailed state- 
ment of its operations for the past year, Working 
Men's Clubs and Institutes have by this time become 
well established institutions in this country; their 
valne has become well known, and their usefulness 
generally recognized. Out own, the first established 
‘on this side of the Atlantic, is the one which has 
served as a guide to nearly all the rest, and after 
which, in their main features, they have been 
modeled. Its maintenance and efücient conduct, 
therefore, not only secures the continuance of a 
work which is doing much good in the locality in 
which it is situated, but also the development of a 
scheme of much larger usefulness, by giving en- 
couragement and aid to the establishment of other 
organizations of the same kind. 

It is a matter of great satisfaction to be able to 
report that a New Building for the use of the Club 
and Institute has been begun on the lot of ground on 
Seventeenth Street, below South Street, bought for 
the purpose some years ago. The plan of building a 
Church or Chapel, according to the design then 
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made, has been abandoned, because it was not found 
practicable to obtain money for the purpose ; and 
there being no prospect of carrying out the plan in 
the future, it was decided to sell the portion of the 
ground intended for that purpose, rather than to 
hold it longer at a heavy annual expense. As the 
original plan contemplated the two buildings under 
one roof, and so connected that neither could be 
completely built without the other; and as no satis- 
factory modification of the plan conld be made to 
reduce the expense of the building, a new plan was 
obtained from the designs of Mr. Charles М, Burns, 
Jr., Architect, for a substantial brick building, and 
at à cost within the limits of our means. The fund 
in hand now is not sufficient to pay in full for 
the building, and it will be necessary to have an 


additional sum of five thousand dollars, or else to 


place a mortgage on the building for a portion of the 
cost of it. But, as it was estimated that the building 
and ground tegether would represent a value of about 
$15,000, and the rental of the stores and upper rooms 
would be sufficient to pay the taxes and the interest 
on a mortgage, it was decided, in September last, to 
build without farther delay. By doing so, the Club 
and Institute will be pat in possession of a building 
especially adapted for its use, without having to pay 
any rent; and a great deal of money will be saved 
by having made the contract at a time when the 
price of all building materials was exceptionally low. 
‘The building is now under roof, and will probably be 
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finished and ready for occupation before next sum- 
mer. It has a front on Seventeenth Street of 34 feet, 
and extends in depth westwardly along Kater Street 
9з feet, and is three stories in height. On Seven- 
teenth Street, there are two stores, each 16x 25 feet. 
‘The entrance to the building is on Kater Street, and 
оп the first floor, on the right of the entrance, there 
are two rooms for the use of the Club, one, 32 x 35 
feet, is to be used as a recreation room, where 
billiards and other games may be played, and the 
other, 18x 32 fect, may be used as a conversation 
room, and also, at stated times, for the meetings of 
the Beneficial Society, the Building Association, the 
various Committees, or for Classes of Instruction, 
On the second floor, in the front, is a room 23x 3o 
feet, to be used as a Library and Reading Room; 
and at the back is the Lecture Room or Hall, which 
is 32x57 feet in size, with an arched ceiling zo feet 
in height, and seating capacity for about three hun- 
dred and fifty persons. On the third floor front are 
three rooms, which may be occupied. by the Resident 
Secretary or other officers or employees of the Club j 
or they may be used for meetings, or for classes of 
instruction. In the basement a suitable space has 
been provided for bowling alleys, and also for baths. 

With the occupation of the new building, St. 
Mark's Working Men's Club and Institute will cer- 
tainly begin a new era in its existence; and it is 
hoped that it will enter upon a season of prosperity 
such as it has never enjoyed before. If the money 
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shall be provided to pay in full for this new building, 
the Club and Institute will not only be on a self- 
supporting basis, but will have money in hand each 
year to make improvements in the building, and 
carry on its work on a larger scale, It earnestly 
appeals, therefore, to the people of St. Mark's, for 
liberal subscriptions to the building fund, that sure 
provision may be made for its future success, by 
placing it in such a position that it will be able 
to carry on all its work with the income derived 
from the dues of its own members.

‘The record of the School during the past year has 
been most satisfactory to those who have had its 
interests at heart, and the Board of Managers take 
Pleasure in presenting so favorable a report to the 
congregation.

The Managers of the Mothers’ Meeting of St. Mark's 
Church, with pleasure offer this, their twenty-ninth annual 
report of its continued existence and usefulness. 

During the past season its meetings have been regu- 
larly held each week, with an average attendance of 
about forty members. These greatly enjoy the meetings; 
and the time passed in pleasant intercourse with each 
other and the ladies in charge, is, we trust, profitable to 
many. Material for clothing has been furnished at Cost 
price, which the women make up in the meetings, and 
are permitted to pay for in instalments, thus helping 
them to obtain necessary clothing for their families, At 
the close of each meeting a short religious service is 
held, and an address made by one of the clergy, the 
Rev'd Mr. Hibbard, 

In connection with the meeting is a library, the use of 
which is much prized by the mothers, but unfortunately 
this is in a very low condition, Donations towards this 
object would be thankfully received, either of books 
suitable for the women to read, or of money, that may be 
used in the purchase of new books. 

Donations towards our coal fund, to aid in the pur- 
chase of fuel, to be given at lower rates to the members, 
and of old clothes, particularly for children or men, 
would be of very great assistance.

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THIRTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT. 


The managers again take pleasure in presenting 
their report of the School The Whitsun-Tide 
Examination showed a marked improvement in the 
various studies ; and the conduct of the children, 
during the year, was generally reported satisfactory. 

The School roll has at present the names of 6x 
children, of whom 26 are boys and 35 girls, with an 
average attendance of 44 scholars. 

"The teachers take a deep interest in the moral as 
well as mental training of the children, and they 
are exceedingly conscientious in the performance of 
their duties. 

‘The managers gratefully acknowledge the aid 
extended them by those members of the Parish 
who have contributed towards the support of the 
School, and trust that a// who have not heretofore 
done so may help them in carrying on one of the 
most important branches of the Church work. 
Free scholarships ($10.00 а year,) are earnestly 
solicited, Annual subscriptions of $5.00, or dona- 
tions of any amount, however small, will be grate- 
fully received. 

"The children are catechized and instructed by 
the Rector, every Friday morning, in the Church. 
They arc also instructed in singing, once a week, 
by the Rey. Mr. Hibbard. 
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The receipt of an unusually large amount of 
material, in the way of useful donations for the 
children, such as shoes, hats, outer and under 
clothing, &c., which cannot in detail be enumerated 
here, is also thankfully acknowledged from many 
thoughtful friends of the School, scattered through- 
out the Parish. The value and usefulness of these 
could hardly be over-estimated.

NINTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Hospital Aid Society must this year begin its 
report by acknowledging the severe loss which has 
fallen upon it, in the departure from earth of its 
revered secretary and treasurer, So long had her 
name, her labors, her prayers, her affectionate in- 
terests, been bound up in this parish aid, towards the 
sick and the suffering of the Episcopal Hospital, that 
the work seemed almost her own, We shall miss her, 
but we doubt not the grace of those quiet ministra- 
tions for human good, which she so constantly did in 
its behalf, are now well remembered on high—in the 
heavenly places.

The Parish Committees on Church Work 


COLORED PEOPLE AND AMONG 
THE INDIANS. 


‘The important field of Church work among the 
colored people, hitherto almost unnoticed in S. 
Mark's, was specially placed in charge of two ladies 
during the past winter, and their efforts solicited in 
its behalf, The results of their labors may thus be 
seen, copied from their reports to the Rector : 

** We have just packed and sent off (December 10) 
а box of books and clothing to the Rev'd „ . . , of 
Rodney, Miss, for a Freedman's Sunday School 
under his care, applied for through Miss Emery, of 
New York; also two large packages of books and 
clothing to Mrs, B's work, at Gordonsville, Va., 
under the care of the Rev'd Mr, J. In, each of these 
we sent fifteen new Prayer Books, and fifteen 
Hymnals, which were kindly secured from the 
Bishop White Prayer Book Society. The contents 
of the box were valued at $30, and the packages 
ar 818.“ 

From another report: “ We have just handed in 
to the Freedmen's Mission $65, as from S. Mark's, 
in addition to the Maundy Thursday collection in 
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the Church, which amounted to $30, making in all 
nearly $100. St. Mark's has done very creditably 
this year for the colored work, and we hope it may 
regularly become a feature in our many and increas- 
ing Parish charities.” 

The Rector would add that, through his own hands, 

independent of the above items, there was sent to 
various Colored Missions in the west and south, dur- 
ing the past year, $150. This, added to what was so 
faithfully done by the ladies, as mentioned above, is 
evidence of an increased and increasing interest in 
one of the most important departments of the 
Church's Missions. He would commend it to the 
„attention of the congregation. The ladies of this 
committee, who have again kindly consented to 
renew their labors this winter, are Mrs. George M. 
Conarroe and Mrs. J. Marx Etting- 

In regard to the Missions to the Indians, besides 
the large box sent to the Santee Agency, mentioned 
in the report of the Missionary Aid Society, there 
wits also given to the Indian Hope League, by the 
kindly offices of Miss Kate Hawley, over $90, as a 
contribution from 8, Mark's.

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REPORT. 


‘The Workingmen’s Club and Institute might justly 
claim a larger page than usual in the Year-book for 
1881-82. For it is no platitude to say that its pro- 
gress during the past year has been marked and sub- 
stantial. Its membership has steadily risen to nearly, 
if not quite, зоо. The Beneficial Society, that 
sturdy nucleus of the club, shows the almost unprece- 
dented number of 225 names. 

"This book's last notice of the lib, after speaking, 
of the completion and occupancy of the new club- 
house as the notable fact of the year, went on to 
say, “there will still be needed to pay for certain 
additional work, and for furniture, about one thou- 
sand dollar. This is now in the shape of a ‘float- 
ing debt,’ but when that is paid, and the stores 
rented, the club will be entirely self-supporting.” 

Since these words were printed that need has been 
met, and that assertion verified. We are now able 
to record the “ floating debt“ as paid, the stores as 
rented, and can safely say that the club is nearly 
self-supporting. From a business point of view 
the club was never better managed, nor its interests 
more carefully guarded than now. Its co-operative 
societies are in thoroughly competent and skilful 
hands and are among the most successful organiza- 
tions of their kind. 
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Plans for the improvement and pleasure of the 
members are constantly considered. ‘The Weekly 
Music Class, and the Monthly Entertainments of 
last winter, every way so enjoyable and elevating, 
were good illustrations of the forethought which de- 
vises, and the appreciation which follows such modes 
of brightening the lives and minds of so many 
around us. 

One very gratifying note of gain in this depart- 
ment of our parochial work, is the increased interest 
in the club, so manifestly awakened in the Parish. 
Within, the last year many new, fresh and valuable 
workers, have been drawn into the circle of club 
laborers, and it is hoped that it may continue to en- 
list the sympathies and active exertions of all earnest- 
minded people. The aim of the club is simple, 
broad, and tangible. It is no matter of sentiment 
or verbiage. It is a plain, real effort of practical 
Christian philanthropy, which ought to arouse and 
call out the energies of all who have any willingness 
or desire to help their less favored fellow-men to 
help and respect themselves. 

Life Memberships bave recently been established 
at 825 cach; the proceeds to be invested as a perma- 
nent fund for the benefit of the club, A number of 
these have been taken already, and we shall be glad 
to add ncw names. Persons may become Annual 
Members by subscribing $3 a year. Such a list 
ought to be а full one, The prayers, the time, the 
money of the men and women of St. Mark's Parish 
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are invoked for this noble work of such obvious be- 
nevolence. 

We renew our invitation to the parishioners to 
visit the club-house any evening between 7.30 and 
то, and see for themselves this work which has made 
St. Mark's famous in the Church at large, but which, 
alas! has been too long a prophet without the honor 
due unto him in his own country. 

It is earnestly desired that as many as can will be- 
come Annual Contributing Members or Life Mem- 
bers of the club, Payments for Life Membership 
are added to the permanent fund.

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REPORT. 

А change in the entire character and composition 
of the Church Choir is to be noted as having been 
made during the past year. And further and yet 
more radical changes are in contemplation, so as 
to secure, if at all possible, a devout and reverent 
musical service at St. Mark's, a luxury it has not en- 
joyed for many years past, After the resignation of 
Mr. Mills, Dr. Cutler was placed in temporary charge 
of the organ, and served faithfully and acceptably, 
under very great disadvantages, forabout nine months, 
During this time the organ, which had become 
thoroughly dilapidated, was put in complete repair, 
indeed, was entirely rebuilt under the supervision of 
Mr, Roosevelt, of New York. ‘Two large water en- 
gines were placed in the cellar for moving the bel- 
lows, which now do their work in a most admirable 
manner, During the summer the Choir Committee 
secured the valuable services of Mr. Minton Pyne, 
Organist and Choir Master at St. Augustine's, Pen- 
dlebury, and Assistant Organist at the Cathedral in 
Manchester, England. On November rst, Mr. Pyne 
entered upon his duties. He comes to us not аз an 
entire stranger, for there are yet many in the con- 
gregation who pleasurably recal the good work done 
in St. Mark's by his brother, some six years ago. 

It may be too early as yet to promise what shall be 
our musical future at St. Mark's, and any vivid 
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prophecies in this direction might be unwise ; but 
we think the promise can now be faithfully made of 
good times which are really coming, and of such a 
character of musical worship as shall bring back to 
us the olden days, and that once goodly, but now 
lost, heritage of the past. 

"The Rector would add that Mr. Pyne will always 
be grateful for any aid the congregation may make 
towards furthering this end we all have in view, of 
developing the tone and character of our services. 
"This help can best be given by sending in boys with 
good voices; by the volunteer aid of gentlemen who 
can sing, and by aiding in the formation of a Choral 
Society for weekly practice among the members of 
the Parish. It will be a bright day for St. Mark's 
when its religious worship is thus made as fitting and 


as attractive as so noble а building docs amply de- 
mand and deserve, 


Attention may here be fittingly called to the

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THINGS WHICH MIGHT BE DONE AT 
$. MARK'S. 


SUGGESTIONS. 


(а) The extension and enlargement of the Sunday 
School and Parish Rooms. ‘These are now chiefly 
remarkable for two things—their extreme beauty 
on the outside, and their extreme ugliness, bad 
ventilation, darkness and radical inconvenience 
on the inside. They were evidently constructed 
on the too common architectural principle of 
“how not to do it.“ If the main wing were ex- 
tended ont to the Locust Street front, we would 
gain about double the extent of room and size, 
and also greatly improve the exterior look of the 
buildings, and hide the deformity of an ugly 
blank wall. S. Mark's has never done any large 
or influential work in the Sunday School line, in 
all its long history ; and it never will, till we have 
the proper rooms and conveniences to do it with. 
"This is the short history of its failures. 


(2) "The establishment of an Orphanage, or Home for 
Boys,—which shall also become a Parish Choir 
School. By an institution of this kind, owned 
and controlled by the Church, a vast amount of 
good might be done, and a steady reserve fund 
for choir material always be at hand. If this were 
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within our power, then we might regularly and 
properly carry out the Church's idea of the daily 
offices of Morning and Evening Prayer, sung with 
the vested choir present at each daily service 
throughout the year. Till this is done, or some- 
thing like it, that ideal will never be attained. 


‘The beginning of an Endowment for the Church, 
$. Mark's will, in the not very distant future, 
begin to be one of the down-town parishes. It 
must then decline, in its capacities and powers 
for work, unless it has some endowment to fall 
back on. Perhaps it may be a neat and fitting 
thing to begin this coming Easter Day, with a 
parish offering for this purpose, in order to, at 
least, start and launch the project. We would 
also commend this matter to the earnest thought 
of parishioners, who are, or who shall hereafter, 
make up their last wills and testaments,—for a 
strictly Christian will is that one only, in which 
Curist and His Сникси are remembered, and 
have а recognized place among the legatces. 
Another object gained by this, would be the 
making of our Vestry “Committee on Legacies” 
something more than an empty name, That 
nonored Committee has stood there, on .the 
Parish Books, for now a great many years, and 
with never a thing to do. Аз yet, no “Legacy” 
has ever been entrusted to their watchful keep- 
ing. Shall it always remain so? 
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DVENT of this year brings to us the loss of one of 
the oldest, one of the most faithful, and one of the 
most devoted vestrymen and parishioners, S, Mark's has 
ever had--Mr. Ашквкп HORNER, who quietly entered 
into rest, on the morning of Tuesday, December 6th.

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THIRTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT. 


‘The School, duting the past year, has been carried 
on in a most satisfactory manner; and the managers 
report, with great pleasure, the continued interest 
taken by the teachers, in both the moral and mental 
training of the children, 

"There аге at present on the school-roll the names 
of 59 children, of whom 25 are boys and 34 girls, 
with an average daily attendance of 45 scholars, 

‘The attendance at the Whitsun-Tide Examination 
was not so large as usnal, owing to a number of cases 
of sickness among the scholars; but those who were 
present passed very creditably, and showed that they 
had paid attention to their studies during the year. 

The managers again extend their thanks to the 
friends of the School who have aided them in the 
past, and hope for a continuance of their support, 
And to those who have not yet contributed, they 
earnestly appeal to help them in carrying on this 
very important branch of the Church's work. They 
feel confident the monies received are most usefully 
and carefully expended, in doing great good in the 
cause of Christian education. 

Free scholarships (Ten dollars a year), or annual 
subscriptions of Five dollars, are solicited. Dona- 
tions of any amount will be gratefully acknowledged. 
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The managers extend their sincere thanks to a 
number of friends of the School who have sent 
clothing for distribution among the children, and 
beg that they wil] continue this charity during the 
coming year, as the articles sent are of the utmost 
value and usefulness to the scholars. 

It would be unfair to close this report, without 
making special and grateful mention of the continued 
benefaction of Mr, & Mrs. Samuel Robb. These 
good friends of the School have, for years, given 
tickets of admission to the Zoological Garden, to 
all the children of the School, and have thereby 
largely enhanced the pleasure and enjoyment of the 
little ones, 

"The children are catechized and instructed by 
the Rector, every Friday morning, in the Church. 
‘They have also been instructed in singing, once a 
week, by the Rev, Mr. Hibbard.

TENTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


For ten years the Hospital Aid Association has 
kept on its course, of sending out monthly, during 
the whole year, material aid in the way of delicacies 
and extra supplies for the sick—such as do not usu- 
ally come within the ordinary care of hospitals—to 
the suffering inmates at that noblest of our Church 
charities, the Episcopal Hospital. St. Mark's is the 
only parish in the city which now keeps up this 
special manner of aid to the Hospital, It supplies, 
therefore, a peculiar want—the pre-eminent value of 
which is constantly being testified to by the physician 
in charge. We are glad to report that the interest of 
‘out parishioners in this parish association has not 
waned during the past year, We note here the kind 
and number of contributions which have been, from 
time to time, sent in to the Committee, and by them.

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REPORT. 


‘The St. Mark's Working Men's Club and Institute, 
as its name implies, is the parish organization, now 
in the thirteenth year of its existence, designed and 
carried on for the rest, recreation, instruction, amuse- 
ment and general welfare, socially, mentally and 
morally, of working men. It is glad to report another 
year of greatly increased gain and usefulness. It has 
now four hundred and fifty actual paying members, 
all in good standing, and all, more or less, making 
profitable use of the Club, The average nightly 
attendance at the Club is fifty—scattered throughout 
the various parts of its splendid building, engaged in 
the reading room, in the amusement rooms, or in 
other social and pleasurable occupations. It is also 
glad to report that it no longer makes yearly appeal 
for support in the list of collections at St. Mark's 
Church, With its very large increase in numbers, it 
increases also in financial independence, and is now 
quite able, with the guaranteed aid of a few annual 
subscribers in the parish, to stand on its own fect, 
and support itself, 

Perhaps а few items concerning the Club may here 
stand repetition. The Reading Room is furnished 
with the leading daily papers, and with the best 
American and foreign weekly papers and magazines, 
‘The Library has nearly two thousand volumes of 
books, all carefully arranged and well selected. The 
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Recreation Rooms are nicely fitted up with four 
- billiard, pool and bagatelle tables; also with chess, 
checkers, dominoes, backgammon, &e. In the large, 
spacious Hall, seating comfortably four hundred, 
entertainments of а literary and musical character, 
instructive, amusing, and free to all the members and 
their families, are given once each month. The 
Beneficial Society, for the assistance of members dis- 
abled by sickness or accident, meets usefully a 
Most pronounced want amongst this class of our 
population, The two Building and Loan Associations 
have made a noble record throughout the city, in 
their good way of enabling careful workmen to pro- 
cure homes of their own, for themselves and their 
families. Nor is some religious oversight of the Club 
quite forgotten, a bible class having lately been be- 
gun for the benefit of the members held each Sunday 
“afternoon, at four o'clock, in the Lecture Hall, and. 
taught by the Vice President, the Rev. Mr. Fiske. 
In short, the St. Mark's Working Men's Club and 
Institute, now safely passed through the pains and 
perils of its carly infancy, now so pre-eminently suc- 
cessful in its varied operations, stands forth a shining 
credit to the few earnest men who gave the project 
_ birth, and who struggled so bravely, through years of 
gloom and darkness, to make it succeed. And we 
think it ought to appeal now, if never before, to the 
‘personal interest and sympathy of every member of 
the parish who is large-hearted enough to look beyond. 
n ; and who is unselfish enough to have any 
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personal care for the interests and the welfare of our 
toiling artizans and working men, in Philadelphia, 

lt may not be amis here to return sincere thanks 
to those in the parish—some twenty in number—who 
generously subscribed to the Life Memberships of the 
Club ($25.00 each), collected through Mr. Geo. М. 
Conarroe ; and also to those others in the parish— 
some sixty in number—who kindly joined the annua’ 
membership list of $3.00 each year, collected through 
the Resident Secretary, Mr. John C. Donovan, 

The Club is open each night, from 7.30 to 10 
o'clock. Full information, and explanation of its 
varied workings, will always be gladly given at the 
Club House, Seventeenth and Kater Streets; or may 
be had by addressing the Resident Secretary, who 
resides on the upper floors of the building. The 
Treasurer's last annual report is here annexed.

Though the long lists of names of the donors of 
monies given to our various parochial organizations 
are no longer published in the Year-Book, it is 
sincerely hoped this will have no deleterious effect 
upon thé amounts received. Let subscribers send in 
their gifts speedily and generously, It ought not to 
make us less prompt, or less generous, when our 
names no longer appear in print.

The Christmas Dinner Fund—collected each 


Christmas Day, in the alms boxes at the Church 
porch, enables tis to send a little of Christmas joy to 
fifty-one poor families, It is a quiet, but a noble 
benefaction. The amount collected in this way 
reaches always from $80 to $99. 

Some five years ago, there was a very large and 
useful Parish Library at St. Mark's, numbering about 
four hundred volumes.

We also desire to note the addition of a most 
beautiful Violet Altar Cloth, for the penitential sea- 
‘sons; and also a rich and striking Green Cloth for 
the Altar. Both of these are memorials, and are the 
kind gifts of parishioners, On the latter, much of 
the work was done by the ladies of our own 
Parochial Altar Society, and extremely well done. 


The beginning of an Endowment Fund for St. 
Mark's was asked for last Easter Day, Nearly $700 
was given for this special purpose, and therefore that 
beginning has duly been made.

‘An unusual amount of sickness among the children, and 
most inclement weather, caused the School to be exceed- 
ingly small. There were 83 pieces of clothing made, 
which were sent, as usual, to St. Christopher's Hospital 
for Sick and Disabled Children, 

"We again are indebted to George McKinney and 
Herman Cotter for their aid in the music, 

Much might be done by well disposed people to make 
this Industrial School, on Saturdays, more useful and 
more successful. Young girls might be sent there to be 
taught plain sewing, and to be taught also the better art 
of making themselves useful and helpful in the way of 
doing good. The teachers are always glad to give this 
aid to those whose home advantages in these particulars 
may not be great. The children range in age from six 
to fourteen years. The sessions of the School are from 
10 to 12, on each Saturday morning, in the Parish 
Building, where the ladies in charge will gladly welcome 
all and any who come.

The Mothers’ Meetings. 


1882—1883. 


This is now the 22d year—during which, cpntinuously, 
the Mothers’ Meetings of S. Mark's have been held. 
When first begun—while the great civil war was going 
on—they supplied an immediate and pressing want, and 
were largely attended by the wives and widows of 
soldiers who were, or had been, in the Nation's service 
on the battle fields. At that time also, these Mothers’ 
Meetings at S. Mark's were almost a sole monoply with 
our Parish, in this part of the city. 

But now, with various associations of the same or a 
similar kind in almost every parish in the city, the scope 
of our work has materially lessened, and the attendance, 
naturally, is far more limited than in the beginning. 
Yet, notwithstanding these discouragements, the meet- 
ings at S. Mark's have steadily continued, and are yet 
very beneficial in their quiet way. During the winter 
past, the number of members has been thirty-two, The 
meetings were held weekly, in the Parish Buildings, each 
Thursday evening, from 7 to 9 o'clock, from November 
to Мау. The evenings are profitably passed in religious 
reading and instruction to the good women who gather 
there, as also in the practical work of sewing and making 
up goods for sale and distribution. Coal was furnished 
to those who sadly needed it, to the extent of $52. 
Money was given and loaned, in cases of pressing want, 
for rents, druggists’ supplies. groceries, &c. In the 
Spring, an Excursion to Fairmount was given to the 
“members, and also a Summer Festival, pleasures which 
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thoroughly enjoyed. A Benefit Club has also for a 
time been connected with these Mothers’ Meetings, 
m which the members, by their small deposits from 
to week, become entitled to draw benefits in case of 
ess and death, Subscriptions to the extent of $50 
received from friends in the Parish, which are now 
kfully acknowledged. Limited though its work has 
sarily grown to be, yet we continue to trace out the 
terial good which is being done by our Mothers’ Meet- 
at St. Mark's, and we are thankful for jts long and 
orable history.

The S. Agnes’ Build, for Girls. 


This Guild has been reorganized from the Girls’ 
Friendly Society, of last year. It was deemed better to 
form that Society into a distinct Guild of its own, in order 
to make it do a better and more definite work, and to be 
more within our own parish lines. ‘The Guild numbers 
twenty active members—all young girls, from fourteen 
years old and upwards. They meet twice a month, on cach 
alternate Tuesday night.

This noble institution—one of the best of the many 
good works connected with S. Mark's—can again be 
reported as in a most gratifying condition. Its member- 
ship, in actual and active connexion with the Club, is 
over four hundred and fifty. Its Library has increased 
to over twenty-one hundred volumes, The average 
nightly attendance is now sixty. The amusement rooms 
have had the attraction added of new games, new billiard 
tables, and other sources of innocent recreation, Also a 
grand piano has lately been purchased for the lecture and 
entertainment room, The library and the reading tables 
were never so freely and continuously used as now. The 
books, magazines, &c., are all the while improving in 
number and in quality. The Club can boast of a most 
efficient and courteous Resident Secretary—ever faithful 
to his trying duties, and ever on the alert a» to its better 
and more healthful improvement. We think also, that 
never in the whole history of the Club, has there been 
more of unanimity, harmony, and congenial fellowship 
among its large array of members, ‘The entertainments 
given monthly, and free to all the members, have 
never been so crowded as were those of the past season. 
The two Building Associations in connexion with the 
Club, and also the Beneficial Society, continue their 
helpful and beneficent assistance. A Debating Club and 
Lyceum has lately been begun, most auspiciously, among 
the membership. The finances of the Club are in a 
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sound and healthy condition. Indéed, the Club and 
| Institute—as а broad and humanitarian field of work— 
эз a means of elevating the moral, mental and social 
‘tone of its mombers—is well fulfilling its intent in each 
“particular. Much more might be done, and ought to be

The Endowment of $. Mark's. 


We are glad this year to state that a plan for the future 
Endowment of S. Mark's has now been accepted and 
agreed upon, We print here, for the information of our 
parishioners, the provision for the Trust, as created and for 
mally adopted by the Vestry. No special effort has hitherto 
been made to bring this project before the parish,—nor 
was it desired to make such effort so long as the project 
was merely thought of, and was only a project, But now 
that the Vestry has approved of the scheme, created the 
Trust, and made the way legally open by which S. Mark's 
is to have an Endowment Fund, we think we can the 
more freely and confidently commend the subject to the 
affectionate interest, and to the present and future gene 
rosity of our people. About one thousand dollars has 
already been received, and duly invested by the Trustees 
under the provisions made as stated below. We hope 
our many parishioners, who have a regard, дої only for 
5, Mark's as it now is,—but who have also an eye for 
its future success and prosperity, after our day and gene- 
ration is passed and gone,—will remember this Endow. 
ment Fund, Let them remember it from year to year, in 
our Easter and other offerings which may be devoted to 
this object. But more especially, and more largely. let 
them make some pious commemoration of it, in their last 
wills and testaments, when they dispose of their worldly 
goods and substance, wherewith God may have blesscd 
them,

ARTICLE И. 


Vestry of St. Mark's Church shall elect six persons, 
û shall be called “The Trustees of the Endowment 
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Fund of St. Mark's Church," and who shall. at their firs, 
meeting, divide themselves, by seniority or by lot, ini; 
three classes, of which the first class shall cease to b, 
Trustees after one year, the second after two years, and 
the third after three years, respectively, from Easter 
Monday, 1884, except such of them as may be te chose 
after the expiration of their several terms. On Easte; 
Tuesday in each year, after 1884, the remaining Trustee. 
shall elect two persons to serve as Trustees for three year, 
All vacancies arising by death, resignation, removal, o; 
otherwise, shall be filled by the remaining Trustees; and 
any person who shall be chosen in consequence of the 
death, removal, or resignation of a Trustee, shall con 
tinue in office for the remainder of the term for which 
said Trustee shall have been chosen. Said Trustees shall 
be worshippers in, and regular communicants of said 
Church. 

Donations of money and testamentary bequests for this 


Trust Endowment Fund shall be promoted, and a book 
ог books shall be provided, in which such donations or 
bequests shall be subscribed or recorded. 


ARTICLE Ш. 

All moneys received for the Trust shall be immediately 
deposited in a substantial institution, incorporated by the 
State of Pennsylvania, located in the City of Philadelphia, 
and authorized to receive trust funds on deposit, in trust 
for the Endowment Fund of St. Mark's Church, in the 
City of Philadelphia. 


ARTICLE IV, 


In every year, before Easter Monday, the amount «o 
deposited, with its accrued interest, shall be invested by

Whenever the clear annual interest or income of the 
lid Endowment Fund shall amount to three tbousand 
lars, and the same be reported by the Trustees to the 
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Vestry, together with an inventory, containing both a 
valuation and enumeration of the particulars of the 
capital, and a detailed report upon the security of th, 
same, and of each part, it may be lawful fora majorit, 
of the Vestry, at а meeting specially called for the pur 
pose, to order and adjudge that a portion of the saig 
annual income, not exceeding one-third part of the said 
clear annual income, shall be applied to the then present 
needs and uses of St. Mark's Church, as the vote or or 

of the Vestry shall specify; and, if a majority of said 
"Trustees concur, such portion of the income shall be 
applied to the said present needs and uses, and the res 
due of said annual income shall be invested to accumulate 
for increase of the Fund. When the well secured income 
of the Fund shall amount to four thousand dollars, and а 
like inventory and report and valuation are made, onc 
half part of the then clear annual income may, under a 
similar order of the Vestry and Trustees, be applied to 
such uses as aforesaid; and, when the said income shut 
amount to five thousand dollars, the whole income ina 
by like order of the Vestry and Trustees, under like 
cautions, be applied for such uses as aforesaid, as the 
Vestry shall direct, 

But no such order shalt be lawful without a review and 
report upon the particulars, and а vote of the Vestry re 
corded, that, in their unanimous opinion, the said capital 
of the Fund is sufficiently and well secured.

A FEW NOTES AND SUGGESTIONS. 


The “Christmas Dinner Fund of this year, gathered 
in on Christmas Day, in the alms boxes at the Church 
porch, was the largest ever gathered. It reached the sum 
of $105, and enabled us to send to sixty families some 
substantial reminders of joy and good will on tha: 
Festival Day, And to most of these families, be it 
remembered, being not rich in this world's goods, this 
was almost their only Christmas gift, 


There was recently raised amongst our parishion: 
chiefly through the efforts of Mr. outs M. э. 
nearly $500 towards the Pusey Memorial Fund—out of 
some $1,200 collected in the whole city. This is the 
Fund now being gathered in the Church of England, 
whereby to make some fitting memorial to that devout 
and learned Priest, so lately gone to his rest—the late. 
the reverend Dr. Pusey—whose, indeed, is the saintliest 
name, the greatest soul, and the most giftéd mind our 
Anglican Communion has nurtured and held since the 
days of the Reformation; and whose also has been the 
largest, the deepest, the truest, and the most effective 
spiritual work ever done within her borders. We are glad 
to chronicle this fact, that S. Mark's has been privileged 
to share somewhat in so holy an undertaking. 


We must have, and without much further dela: 
other and larger facilities at S. Mark's, for carrying on 
the details of our ever expanding parish work, than our 
present parish buildings afford, These are notoriously, 
and even shamefully deficient in their inner capacity and

ent—though outwardly so artistic, so beautiful 
Tt ought to be well known th 


ive in the parish, was never contemplated or dreamed 
In every sense, we have now outgrown these present 


nodations, The few rooms in the building are 
‘small, cut up into odd shapes, ill-lighted, and with- 
sufficient arrangements either for heat or ventilation. 

se on the upper floors are approached by stairway 
f a kind so peculiar, and even dangerous, that we ven- 
re to say their parallel would hardly be found in any 
public or private building, The trouble chiefly is, 
‘the great bulk of our large congregation know nothing 
mis. —for the great bulk of our people, like the major 
srt of all congregations, has but little persona/ knowledge 
of exactly what parish work is being done, and of exactly 
its immediate needs may be. They kindly and 
fully pay their subscriptions, give their sympathy, 
pass by “on the other side," leaving to the ever 
ithful few who do the hard work to realize these ugly 
bstacles which are for ever in their way. We would be 
ful if many of our good people who pass these build- 
on Sunday mornings, on their way to Church, and 
ho talk so admiringly of “ our beautiful Parish House,“ 
™ so artistic, ' so noble a specimen of true Gothic," and 
he like,—we would be extremely grateful if these would 
ut go inside, and see really what is the dreadful lack of 
and accommodation, and convenience, which is to 

found there. 

A movement is proposed, and must soon be carried 
“through, to supply us with better, larger, and more fitting 
nmodations for properly doing our unusually large 
ount of parish work. We want larger rooms for the 
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Sunday Schools, which are now crowded to painful excess, 
We want rooms for the Altar Society, in which it may do 
its growing work—now hampered and cramped in every 
way, and even compelled to rent quarters elsewhere. 
We want rooms for the several Guilds, suitable work. 
rooms for the Employment Society, and an office for the 
Clergy of the Parish. S. Mark's has always made ample 
and liberal, and generous provision for its own Sunday 
and other congregations, in its splendid Church, and its 
manifold and splendid appointments for Divine worship — 
almost unexcelled in the American Church. But, as a 
congregation, it has done very little to provide for large 
and useful Christian work among the many children 
about us, or to interest the young and growing elements 
of society in our churchly and parochial activities, We 
would now cure this evil. Give us a good, and reasonably 
large, and convenient Parish Building—elther by enlarg- 
ing the present one, or erecting a new one on its site, or 
by purchasing elsewhere, An effort will have to be made 
to secure some one of these ends, and made this coming 
winter, We would now bring it to the attentive con- 
sideration of all who really have the welfare of the parish, 
and a reasonable pride in its present and future success, 
deeply at heart. 


Attention ought to be called to the increased and in. 
creasing attractions of the free Sunday Night Services at 
$. Mark's. These have now so much improved as to 
make up really a large congregation—sometimes а 
crowded one—specially in the Festival seasons. This is 
a matter of deep gratitude. That service is the one when, 
at S. Mark's, we come nearest to the Divine injunction, 
when "the rich and poor meet together, " and when they 
„Seem, indeed, to recognize that "the Lord is the Maker 
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We welcome them all, the rich and the 


‚ and conditions of men, The music is always 
often the very best which is done by our 


г really ting, and they also seem really 
Я тати services have done, and, тоге than 
are they doing а most excellent work, And, best of 
it breaks down our parochial exclusiveness, and runs 
influence and the usefulness of the parish quite out- 
‘of its own stated limits, It makes us a missionary 
„їп the most effective sense of that term. The one 
is--which is so large a blot in all our work—the great 
bulk of our people take so little interest in it, care so little. 
it, do so little to help it, and know so slightly of its 
istence. And this is an evil, too, which might be so 
у cured. 


D need be said of the immense gain lately made 
fu cocina ee music at S. Mark's, and, indeed, in 
с character of the whole choir itself, in every Д 
is а matter of such universal report, and such com- 
appreciation, that it sufficiently speaks for itself, In 
Il our parish history the music has never been so good, 
dither in the character of what is sung, or in the way in 
hich it is sung. Also be it said, it is steadily improving, 
“under the careful and laborious training of the faithful 
Organist and Choir-Master, We would take this oppor- 
‘tunity of thanking the ladies of the parish for the 
reception given to the Choir on New-Year's Eve, 
for the very great pleasure that generous entertain- 
ment afforded to all the men and boys, to their friends 
who were present, and to the Clergy of the Parish. 
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We would here also call attention to the importance of 
making а" Musical Fund," by contributions in the parish, 
on the part of all who may be specially interested in this 
matter of the music, whereby to keep on steadily and 
regularly increasing our Choir Library, and to keep up 
fresh additions, by purchases abroad, to our Musical 
Repertory, so as to have it constantly re-furnished in 
new material, for use in the services, Our rule, now in 
vogue in the Choral Celebrations, is to sing a new service 
every second Sunday, all the year through, winter and 
summer alike, This, of course, demands a large Musical 
Library; and this, in turn, demands a goodly sum of 
money, wherewith to buy. We ought to spend, at least, 
$250 а year on new music, of the best quality, for the 
Choir, and in keeping the old in due order, Who will 
take this up and carry it through ? 


The Fund now on hand, in cash and in pledges, for the 
proposed windows on the south side of the choir and 
Sanctuary, in memory of two of the former clergy of the 
parish, now deceased, amounts to $500. А collection to 
increase this fund will again be taken up this winter. 
At least $500 more must be had, ere anything can be done 
in the way of giving final order for the two windows. 


If any in the parish are minded to remember the 
Church, and some measure of God's work, in the making 
up of their last wills and testaments, we would plead for 
the Endowment Fund of S. Mark’s, of which more is 
spoken elsewhere; also for the claims of the S. Mark's 
Working-Men's Club and Institute, for the further endow- 
ment of its Library and Recreation Funds. We would 
like, too, to pay off the mortgage debt of $5,000 yet 
remaining on the Club Building —recently erected, And, 
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also suggested in another place, a most fitting object 
à Christian testamentary bequest, would be the 
owment of a “ Choir School and Orphanage,” for the 
h, with its own house and properties. May any and 
of these soon соте, 


Our shortened form of the Choral Services, on Sunday 
jorning, has certainly been successful in largely in- 
creasing the congregation. We are, however, not 
entirely satisfied with the experiment, and may yet 
“return to the olden way of singing the Matins. But that 
“old chronic abuse yet remains—an abuse of ugly and long 
“habit, and therefore so hard to break from—one with no 
trace of authority in the order of the Prayer Book—with 
no good result following with only the result of a quiet 
and continued dishonoring of the Sacrament, —that abuse 
of the mass of the people flocking out of Church after the 
Prayer for the Church Militant, just when “the Myster- 
ies" are fairly begun. We make no pause there, in the 
order of the service, and we shall make none—since the 
Prayer Book specifies none—rather impliedly forbidding 
such an innovation and break. The better way is the true 
way, and the only way which the Church does authorize, of 
remaining throughout the holy office—even tothe very end. 
‘This is clearly what the Prayer Book means, and what it 
directly teaches. Any other practice, however popular and 
common it has grown to be, is unrubrical and wrong. 


Why can we not have, at 5. Mark's, a “ Choir School, 
and Orphanage,” for Boys—partaking of the features 
both of an Orphanage, and also a School for the musical 
training of good boys? Where we can daily train and 
educate a Choir for the Church services in the most 
effective and thorough way—mentally, morally, spiritually 
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and vocally; and whereby, also, we might ^ 

introduce the choral rendering of the daily — de 
Evening Offices of the Church, unbrokenly throughow: 
the whole year. What a blessing that would be! Wha: 
an honoring of Gop—in His daily worship —whercb; 
“day by day," we might really “magnify Him," in Hi 
Temple; and wherein “daily may He be praised.” We 
сап hope, at least, to impress this thought and aspiration 
upon the minds and hearts of our people, and mal. 
them long for, and pray for, the coming of that day! — 


A daily Celebration of Holy Communion was had in 
October, at 5, Mark's, during the sessions of the General 
Convention in this city.

Last Whitsuntide, the consent of the Rectors of the three 
‘nearest Parishes having been obtained to establish a Mission for 
Coloured People, six small bouses were bought at Public Auc- 
tion for $7,000. Of this sum $4,500 was on mortgage, and by 
the terms of the sale $2,500 was to be paid in cash. This latter 
sum was provided by a generous member of the Parish, who gave 
$1,000 and loaned without interest $1,500. The two houres 
on Lombard Street were remodelled and converted into the 
present Mission Rooms, while the four on Richard Street were 
rented for sufficient to pay the interest on the mortgage and the

In making out the above financial statement the 
plan pursued has been to give exactly the sums cons 
tributed to various works in the Parish, but to exclude 
all private gifts to objects outside the Parish and those 
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large sums which, under the head of Miscellaneous,” 
go to swell the receipts in so many Year Books. 

‘The amount contributed last year and acknowledged 
in the Year Book was $47,061.91. Of this $10,072 
was raised for the Repair Fund and to pay off a 
floating debt of over $3,000, both rendered necessary 
by past neglect; besides this, some $3,000 was given 
‘by private individuals to provide Holy Vessels and 
Vestments which were lacking. “Thus $13,000 of last. 
years contributions were for temporary needs, leaving 
$34,000 as the amount raised for actual working of 
the Parish and Missions, this being $9,000 more than 
the year before. 1 expressed a hope that this amount 
might be maintained. Notwithstanding the hard times 
1 am thankful to see it has been exceeded by over 
$8,000, this js indeed a sign of most satisfactory pro- 
gress. During the year we have paid off a mortgage of 
$5,000 on the Mission Buildings in Kater St. and the 
only indebtedness now is $4,500 on those in Lombard 
St.; and at the Easter Vestry Meeting for the first time 
in several years- there was a small balance in the 
“Treasury after the payment of every bill, instead of the 
usual considerable deficit.

PREFACE. 


In reviewing the work of the past year oue thought 
must be uppermost in the minds of those who love 
S. Mark’s—the thought of thankfulness. In spite of the 
great decrease in the incomes of many of our parishioners 
through the financial distress which is now afflicting the 
country, not only Ваз every work keen kept up and 
almost every fund increased, but many things that а year 
ago seemed only hopes for gradual and future realization 
are now accomplistied facts, and while there has been 
4 falling off in the offertories to the amount of six or 
seven hundred dollars, there has been an increase in the 
douations and subscriptions to the various works and 
charities of the Parish amounting to $15,000, as will be 
seen by an inspection of the financial statement at the 
end of this book. 

Our Blessed LORD gave us a standard by which we 
might test our progress when He said, - By their fruits 
ye shall know them." As these large gifts witness both 
to self-sacrifice for the love of GOD and unselfish appre- 
ciation of the claims of our poorer neighbors, I as your 
Rector may venture to rejoice not only in the material 
progress of the Parish, but in the spiritual growth of 
whieh it is the result. 

We have, howeyer, not only to look back with thank- 
fulness on the past, but to look forward to the coming 
year, and to consider the work which confronts us, and 
to resolve by GOD'S help that we will not allow our 
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efforts to be less earnest or our sacrifices less real ; in a 
word, that we will not be satisfied with what we have 
done, but will go оп to bring to completion what has 
been во well begun. The special need for which I would 
ask your prayers and your work in the coming year is 
the building of a Mission House and Chapel for the 
8. Mary's Mission for colored people. Started less than 
three years ago by the purchase of property on Lombard 
Street, it has now all the organizations of a small parish. 
Forty persons were confirmed by the Bishop on Easter 
Eve, there are over 100 communicants on the register, 
besides Guilds, Sunday Schools, a Day Nursery and all 
those varions agencies which you will find recorded 
under the head of S. Mary's Mission in this Vear-Book. 
‘The one terrible obstacle both to future growth and even 
to present work is the absolutely insufficient accommoda- 
tion im the little Chapel. It will not hold more than 
about fifty persons, and as the number enrolled in the 
Guilds, &c., of the Mission is over 700, it is, as will beseen, 
absolutely impossible to accommodate one tithe of those 
who would naturally attend the Sunday Services, and 
же are obliged to turn away numbers who wish to come, 
No work has been more successful, no workers in the 
Parish have been more faithful than those in this 
‘Mission, and it deserves our most cordial support, and our 
most earnest efforts to giveit such accommodation as may 
enable it to minister to the needs of the neighborhood 
in which it is placed. I propose to put up upon the site 
which we have secured, a plain but substantial building, 
containing a large Sunday School room, Guild rooms, 
and above them a Chapel holding about 350 people. 
For this purpose and to pay off the mortgage which is 
on the property, we shall need not less than $20,000. 
Of this $5,400 has been contributed, and to raise the 
balance must be the great work and effort of the Parish 
this next winter. To this end, therefore, I would ask 
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‘the prayers aud the co-operation of every member of 
S. Mark's Parish. 

At the White Mission the work has been most 
satisfactory, the numbers having increased, and what is 
far better, the Church's hold upon the people having 
‘beet greatly strengthened. From this Mission fifty-two 
persons were presented. for Confirmation, the majority 
of them adults, and there are over 150 communicants 
belonging to it, while its organization in Guilds and 
Classes would compare well with many of our larger 
parishes. The thoroughness of the work there, the real 
devotion of the people, the way in which religion has 
become in the lives of many of them the one bright 
spot amid the gloom of poverty and distress, the way in 
which they look to the Church and its agencies. not so 
much for material aid (of which we are able to give but 
little) as for spiritual consolation and strength, is both 
pathetic and encouraging. 

‘The Parish School was moved down to the Mission last 
October, and though a separate organization, is really 
‘one of the Mission works. Under Sister Gabrielle and 
Miss Gefrorer, a most excellent foundation bas been laid 
in the way of order, punctuality and general good disci- 
pline, and we need only more teachers for the School 
greatly to increase in numbers and usefulness, 

In making out the table of statistics I would call your 
attention to two items: First, the confirmation of 115 
persons, the largest class that the Bishop has confirmed 
since he has been in the Diocese, probably the largest. 
‘that has ever been confirmed in this Diocese. Secondly, 
to the Communicants, I bave known ever since 1 have 
been with you that the Communicants’ List was extremely 
inaccurate, names of many persons remaining on it who 
have not communicated at S. Mark's for many years. 
Until this year I have not been able to attack this 
question, but this winter I have sent one of the Clergy 


to look up every person whose паше I find on the 
Communicants’ List who is not known personally 
to myself, or one of the Clergy, with the result 
that we have been obliged to remove no less than 
308 names as having no tight to be on our list, all 
of them placed there before I took charge of the Parish. 
This, of course, reduces our number by 25 per cent., but 

the list as it now stands is nearly accurate, and ав we 
have gained this year by Confirmation and otherwise 
nearly 200, it leaves the respectable total of over 1,100 
Communicants, after taking away the dead-wood. The 
first Easter that I was here 680 persons mode their Com- 
munion; this last Easter, 835; so that while we have 
reduced the nominal number by 25 per cent., we have 
increased the actual number by about the same propor- 
tion. 

T cannot close this Report without expressing to all my 
parishioners and friends my deep appreciation Of their 
Joyal and hearty support in every work which I have 
proposed to them, and the spirit of loving self-restraint 
in criticism of those matters upon which we may, 
perhaps, not all agree, Few Priests, I believe, have 
more cause for thankfulness and happiness than I have 
in my relation toS, Mark's Parish in its present condition.

Owing to the 
change of neighborhood around S. Mark's it was ‘not 
only impossible for the old School, which had done such 
good work for so many years, to increase, but it was 
steadily diminishing, iu spite of the most faithful efforts 
to keep it up. The neighborhood of the new School is 
teeming with children, and if sufficient contributions are 
received to enable us to get more teachers, there need be 
scarcely any limit to the usefulness of the School. 

The children are now entirely under our care, and 
attend the Services of the Church daily and its Sunday 
School on Sundays.

We have also purchased the Rectory of the Presby- 
terian Church, No. 618 South 17th St., adjoining our 
Mission building ou Kater St, and have transferred 
thither the Parish School. I expressed last year a hope 
that we might ud some means of doing this, although I 
Had then no idea that it would be so soon and so satis- 
factorily accomplished. 

We have also purchased No. 1627 Lombard St., making. 
up, with our Mission buildings, a rectangle, so that we 
now have the ground on which to build the Mission 
Church when we succeed in raising sufficient money for 
that 

Over $1,000 last summer was spent in the maintenance 
of Glenwood Farm; we can therefore show as special 
works last year, four things: the building of the Cloister, 
the purchase of the School building, the purchase of the 
house on Lombard St., and the maintenance of the 
Summer Home, To these may be added that we have 
invested $5,400 to the credit of the Building Fund of 
S. Mary's Mission, all contributed within the year.

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$. Mark's League, the youngest, but we hope one of the 
most efficient organizations of the Parish, was started only 
in February Inst. Its purpose is especially to enlist the 
sympathy of and to do work among men. In joining the 
League the members pledge themselves to keep a Simple 
Rule of Life, and to labour for the good of the Parish. 
‘Those who have been admitted so far, have manifested 
a spirit for work and organization which is an earnest of 
what may be expected in the coming year. 

One of its first undertakings was the change of the 
Parish paper, the Messenger, which is now issued in new 
shape, much enlarged and containing a number of a: 
cles of general interest and of a character that will make 
it readable, it is hoped, even beyond the Parish bounds. 
Another work of importance is a Guild lately organized 
for the choir boys, 

During Lent the League accomplished much good in 
the Special Sunday Night Services in inviting men to 
them, iu seating them and meeting those afterwards who 
were strangers to the Church and the Parish. 

On Wednesday nights the League meets weekly at 7.45 
in the choir of the Church for a short service and medi- 
tation, to which it invites its friends. In connection with 
these services, it intends to hold from time to time, recep- 
tions im the Clergy House, at which an opportunity is 
afforded to many who are strangers to the Church to 
meet in an informal way the Rector and Clergy and the 
members of the League; a simple collation is provided. 
The plan promises to be very helpful to both Clergy and

those invited. The first of these receptions was given оп 
Wednesday night, April 15, at which some forty men 
attended. The Church, the Clergy House and Parish 
Buildings and Cloisters were lighted and open to the 
visitors. 

‘The Society will consist of two classes—Members and 
Associates—the former pledged to a Simple Rule of 
Life; the latter, without such pledge, only promising 
to work for the League, and enjoying all the privileges. 
of membership, except the right to vote at its meetings, 

It is hoped that a large number of the men of the 
Parish will enroll themselves in one of these classes. 
It is impossible to exaggerate in these days the enormous 
power for good of a large body of men leagued together 
for the common purpose of holiness of life and work 
for the glory of God and for the good of souls.

Tn making out the above financial statement the plan 
has been to give exactly the sums contributed to various 
works in the Parish, but to exclude all private gifts to 
objects outside the Parish, and those large sums which, 
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under the head of * Miscellaneous" yo to swell the 
receipts in so many Vear-Books, 

Last yenr there was a falling off in the offertories to 
‘the amount of $695.40. T am glad to say that there is an 
inorease over lust year's offertorien of $806.96. There is 
Also some gain on pew-rents. While the gross total ix 
some $8,000 less than that of last year, this is sufficiently 
accounted for by the fact that we have made no effort this 
year to do any new work. Last year a special effort wa» 
made in three directions: the building of the Cloister, 
and the purchase of 618 South 17th street, and of 1627 
Lombard St., and there was also a donation of $5,000 
towards the Building Fund of S. Mary's Chapel, Two 
of these items alone amounted to $11,000, so that 
deducting this there has been an increase of some $5,000 
dn the ordinary funds of the Parish, 

It had been my intention to have made a great 
effort to raise sufficient money to build the Church 
for the Colored People, but while а good deal was 
promised towards it, there was not sufficient, and for 
Various reasons it was thought best to leave this until 
next year ; so that we may consider this bas been a year 
of rest, with no special demands for new work, and that 
next year we must do our best to accomplish the building 
of the Chapel. 

last year we kept up a Summer Home at Glenwood 
Farm at a considerable cost. This year we only sent 
people to the sea-shore, at less than half the expenditure.

PREFACE. 


It is with great gladness that the Year Book for 1897 is 
put forth, for it is a record of mich for which we must be 
deeply grateful, The year began with many clouds and 
misgivings. ‘There was the unprecedented financial de- 
Pression, which threatened to diminish our income, and 
зо make it most difficult to keep np all the many works 
of the parish, while, on the other hand, our Coloured 
Work had so outgrown its limited quarters that it seemed 
absolutely necessary at once to build a Chapel and 
Mission Rooms if the work was not to be seriously in- 
jured. And yet again, there were some ritual questions 
which needed solution. 

It seemed almost too much to hope that all these difi- 
culties could be met and overcome in one year ; and yet, 
аз we look back, this has been done. For, in spite of the 
hard times and consequent reduction in the incomes of 
most of our people, the summary of receipts on page 72 
shows that we received this year $9,652.74 more than last 
year, and $1,266.64 more than any year since 1 have been. 
Rector of S. Mark's. 

As regards the Coloured Work, the generous offerings 
this Easter have brought the building of the Chapel 
within our reach, and it is hoped that we shall be able to 
use it for worship next winter. We still need some 
$2,500 to make up the amount for which I asked, atid 
which seems to be required, but the greater part of this 
will, I hope, he given by those in the Parish who have 
not yet contributed to the fund, 
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Several have told me that they were only waiting until. 
it was really decided to build, and now that this decision 
Вал been reached, I trust every member of the Parish will 
send something towards the building of this, the first 
Mission Chapel of S. Mark's, I shall be glad to receive 
ноги, either donations or promises of gifts in the Fall.

mide to raise money for the building of S. Mary's Chapel, 
towards which almost $11,000 has been contributed this 


year. 
‘The Services, both ns regards music and ritual, have 
‘been raised to the full standard of the Church's ideal, 

If we tum from the temporal affairs of the Parish to 
what is of deeper importance, its spiritual progress, we 
Have also the greatest cause for thankfulness to Almighty 
God. First, there was tbe blessing of the Mission, with 
ita tare spiritual privileges, attended as it was by some 
twenty thousand people, ministering thus not only to our 
‘own parish but to many outsiders, arousing the careless 
10 A sense of their responsibility, and still more perhaps 
deepening the spiritual lives of those who were already 
earnest in the service of God. Then followed. very well 
kept Lent, with largely increased attendance at the daily 
Celebrations as well as at the other services, ending with 
+ * Holy Week of special devotion, and therefore an Easter 
of great joy. 

Thus ends the fifth year of my Rectorship. For the

FORTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT, 


S. Mark's School has accomplished a large and useful 
work during the past year. The increased facilities of 
the School in its present location, 618 South Seventeenth 
Street, offer many advantages. 

Under the capable management of the Sister-in-charge, 
the classes have been arranged in accordance with the 
method used in the public schools, An excellent kinder- 
garten, now in its second year, prepares very young 
children for admission to the higher classes. Daily 
lessons in calisthenics have been given this Spring, much 
to the benefit of the pupils. 

The school house adjoins the Mission Chapel at Seven- 
teenth and Kater Streets; the children haying the 
privilege of attending the daily service, and also being 
instructed and catechised by the Mission Priest. 

Some alterations in the school building are greatly 
desired, being rendered necessary in consequence of the 


rapidly increasing number of scholars. It is earnestly 
hoped that funds may be raised to enable these improv 
ments to be carried out during the Summer.

In spite of the great 
financial stress of the year, our gross receipts exceed 
those of last year by no less than $9,652.74, reaching the 
largest total of any year since I have been with you, and, 
indeed, for a long time before that. This, of course, is 
largely to be accounted for by the effort made to raise the 
Building Fund of S. Mary's Chapel. But, besides this, 
there js an increase in the current revenue of $1,284.19, 
the pew rents being $717.25 more, and the offertories 
(without counting the Easter offering this year) $524.52 
more than last year. ‘This is, of course, most gratifying, 
and is the result of real self-sacrifice on the part of a great 
many people.

PREFACE. 


The Year Book was put forth last S. Mark's Day with 
congratulations that we had reached what seemed to be 
the high-water mark of our work and income, for the 
receipts last year exceeded by $1,266.64 those of any 

1 


previous year since 1 had been Rector of S. Mark’ 
looked forward with some anxiety to this year's work, 
fearing that there would be an ebbing of the tide; and 
this the more so as it seemed natural that the large sums 
given for the building of the new S, Mary's would lead 
to a diminution of subscriptions to the many other works 
of the parish, A further cause of disquiet жавап addition 
to the plans and therefore to the cost of S. Mary's. We 
had only expected to build the nave of the Church, and 
no lecture-room; but in the judgment of the Building 
Committee this was deemed unwise, because in the end 
it would have involved a much larger outlay, since the 
amount spent in temporarily closing up the ritual enst 
‘end of the nave would have been entirely wasted, and a 
considerable additional sum would have had to be spent 
in altering the steam heating, ete., when the Church was 
completed. It was therefore decided to build the whole 
plant at once, although we knew that this would oblige 
us to incur some debt. 

These various causes for anxiety, however, have all been 
removed, for God has blessed us most abundantly in 
putting it into the hearts of our people to give with even 
greater generosity than before, and so the outcome of the 
year bas justified the decision to spend more on 8, Mary's 
than had been originally determined, If any are inclined 
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to criticise the amount spent on Mission work in the ү 
parish, and especially on the new Church, 1 would 
that, from the point of view merely of expediency, for 
the reasons just given, this seemed. wise to the Building 
Committee of the Vestry, who gave the matter their most. 
careful consideration; while from the standpoint of 
Christian duty, it was surely obligatory, in building the 
Mouse of God, to make it an offering worthy of S. Mark's 
and of its people, who have themselves for so many 
years enjoyed the privilege of a beautiful Church. 

‘The only item about which there could be any doubt 
was the expense of decorating the interior of the Church. 
The greater part of this, however, was given by two per- 
sons, who were desirous that S. Mark's offering to God 
should not be left imperfect, and on the condition that 
it should be done at once. 

Ав will be seen by reference to the Chapel Building 
Fund, page 65, nearly $36,000 has been spent upon the 
ground and building, to which mast be added some 
$1,700 for special gifts of furniture, making a total of 
‘over $37,000, Of this only $3,000 remains unpaid, The 
old Mission buildings on Lombard Street had a mortgage 
‘of $6,000 upon them, so that we have only increased our 
indebtedness by $2,000, and possess one of the most 
beautiful and perfect plants for Mission work in the city. 

‘Phe past few years have heen essentially years of sow- 
ing seed, with much toil and self-sacrifice. We are 
already entering upon the harvest, When we moved 
out of our small buildings on Lombard Street, we feared 
that our little congregation would be lost in the new 
Church, Magnolia Hall holding only t10 persons, while 
the Church accommodates 500, And yet from the first 
service the Church has always on Sunday been fairly 
filled, and we can count not less than 1,000 individuals 
who are more or less closely attached to the Mission, and 
whose earnestness is a most satisfactory testimony to the 
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work done amongst them. We may fairly expect, 
too, that each year the burden will be lighter upon the. 
parish as the work becomes more and more self-support- 
ing. 

"To turn, now, to the other works of the Parish, we 
briefly observe that although so large a sum has been 
contributed for S. Mary's, no single work has suffered, 
Аз examination of the various Treasurers’ Reports shows 
in every case a balance in hand, while the gross receipts 
‘exceed those of last year by $1,888.12, reaching a total of 
$53.224.24, certainly the largest income that the parish 
bas had for many years. From this part of the report I 
cannot pass without noticing the offertory this Easter, 
which, with some offerings sent me for the same object 
just before Easter, amounted to over £8,000. This was 
$2,000 more than last year, and $6,000 more than any 
previous Easter—the result, I am sure, of a well-kept 
Lent, and many a real act of self-sacrifice and self-denial 
for the love of God. 

‘Our Confirmation class again exceeded the century, and 
that this is not merely from an exceptional year we may 
see by observing that the number confirmed during the 
past five years has been 489, while the number confirmed 
im the five years previous was 282. Our Communions, 
too, this Faster exceeded by 41 those of last year, and by 
early 200 those of six years ago. Amid some discourage- 
ments these facts should make us, indeed, take heart, and 
stimulate us to even greater efforts and self-sacrifice in 
the future. 

I cannot close this preface without expressing most 
warmly my deep appreciation of the generous and loving 
support which 1 have received from almost every member 
of the parish, and my thankfulness to God for His many 
blessings on our work.

growth of the Parish, both in things temporal and spiritual, 
which a study of these statistics reveals. This is espec- 
ЗаПу the case during the last three rectorships. To Dr. 
Hoffman we owe the weekly Celebration of the Holy 
Eucharist, begun in Advent, 1869, very soon after he 
sumed the rectorship; the purchase of the rectory on 
Spruce street, the chime of bells, many of the stained 
glass windows in the Church, the lectern and font and 
Some enrichment of the sanctuary, besides the large 
Increase in the income of the Parish. To him also is due 
‘the starting of the Altar Society, the Hospital Aid Society 
ава the Employment Society and other valuable parochial 
agencies, To Bishop Nicholson'srectorship we trace the 
inestimable privilege of the daily Celebration, begun on 
the Feast of S. Michael, 1884 ; the introduction to the 
Parish of the Sisters of S, Margaret, who have done so 
anuch for our mission work ; the wihlition to tbe Church 
property of the house 162; Locust street, and of S. 
Mark's Home for Aged Women ; while the increase, dur- 
ing his administration, of baptisms and of communicants 
bears witness to the spiritual activities of the Parish, In 
‘Our own septenninte of work together, we bave reason for 
deep thankfulness that in spite of adverse conditions. 
which have arisen through the changed habits of our 
people, leading to their absence from the city for more 
than balf the year, not only has the Parish retrograded in 
тю partienlar, but there bas been an increase in every 
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instance over the excellent showing of the previous 
similar period in financial prosperity of $103,142.30, or an 
average increase of $15,000 а year in the income of the 
Parish. The number of confirmations hax almost doubled 
and the communicants largely increased, thus showing 
the results of our mission work ; while the Clergy House, 
the Cloister, S, Mary's Chapel and the new school honse, 
Together with the many agencies of the two Missions, 
bear witness to the sacrifice and devotion of the members. 
of the Parish during this last period. 

Asa Parish we have indeed much to be thankful for, 
‘ail F trust that when we celebrate our Jubilee Festival 
in the fall we shall show our gratitude by а worthy 
thank-offering for the Jubilee Fund*, which, as you 
‘know, is intended to provide a permanent income for the 
Keeping up of the Church buildings, which, after the 
storms of fifty years, need tender and watchful care that 
we may hand them оп to our successors in a sound and 
stable condition. 


‘As we enter on the new era of our second fifty years of 
Parisli life, may it be with renewed courage and a deter- 
mination by God's help to continue the steady progress

Distory of 
S. Mark's Parish, Philadelphia 


On the 28th of June, 1847, several gentlemen met at 
the house of Mr. George Zantringer to organize a Vestry, 
with the object of erecting a church edifice in the western 
section of the city, Professor Henry Reed, of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, wax called to the chair, and. 
George Helmuth appointed secretary. The following 
gentlemen were chosen Vestrymen ; Henry Reed, of S. 
Peter's Church; jese Coxe, of S. James; Willlam 
Musgrave, of S, Stephen's; Richard Lardner, of Christ 
Church; $. Wilmer Camell, of the Church of the 
Epiphany ; Richard R. Montgomery, of Christ Church ; 
James A. Farm, of S. Stephen's; John R. Wilmer, of 
S. Lake's; Ellis Yarmall, Jr., of S. James; George 
Zamtzinger, of S. Luke's; Dr. James Carter, of S. Luke's, 
and George Helmuth, of S. James, Messrs, Lardner, 
УагиаЙ and Carter declined to serve, and Mr. Mont- 
отету was absent іа Europe, It was resolved that the 
Tite of the corporation be ‘The Rector, Church 
Wantens and Vestrymen of S. Mark's Church, in the 
City of Philadelphia.” 

Ata meeting of the Vestry beld February 8th, 1848, а 
committee reported that they had purchased from the 
American Fire Losurance Company a lot on the north 
side of Locust street, west of Schuylkill Seventh (now 
Sixteenth) street, 200 feet on Locust street by 100 feet 
in depth to Emerald (now S. James) street, on ground 
rent at the rate of $6 per foot per annum on Locust street. 
Plans for the Church building were presented from the 
Keclesiological Society of England, and a modification of. 
these plans by Mr. Jolin Notman, architect, of Philadel- 
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phis, was adopted, and he was employed to erect the 
Church and the first story of the tower, while а contract 
for the organ was given to James Hall of New York. 

On April 23th, S. Mark's Day, 1848, the cornerstone of 
‘the Church was laid by the Right Rev. Alonzo Potter, 
D. D., Bishop of the Diocese,

‘anniversary of the ordination to the priesthood of the 
Rev. Dr. Mortimer, Rector of S, Mark's, the Vestry took 
steps to observe it by a solemn service of thanksgiving, 
at which the Rector was Celebrant, with the Rev. 
S. C. Hughson as Deacon, and the Rev. W. K. Damuth 
as Sub-Deacon. The Bishop of the Diocese, the Rt. 
Rev. O. W. Whitaker, D,D., was present and gave the

At Kaster, 1899, this being the jubilee year of the 
Parish, it was decided to raise a Jubilee Endowment 
Farid for keeping the bulldings of the Church in repair, 
‘of which fund the Easter offering should form the 
nucleus; the jubilee service itself to be Held at All 
Saints’, when the Jubilee Fund would be completed. 
Nenrly $3,000 was given at Easter for this purpose. Also

In order to exhibit comprehensively and clearly the 
growth of the Parish, the above table has been carefully 
made up from the reports to Convention printed in the 
Convention journals. It will be observed that the financial 
report is missing for the first thirteen years. Daring 
Bishop Wilmer's Rectorship, from 1850 to 1863, while the 
number of baptisms, confirmations and communicants 
were reported to Convention, the financial statements 
were so partial and confused that no trustworthy statis- 
Чез can be made up from them, From 1865, however, 
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the reports appear to have been accurately and regularly 
made. 

Та order to economize space, and also to give a clearer 
view of the growth of the Parish, I have divided its whole 
life into septennial periods by adding the statistics for each 
seven years, thus supplying data from which its septen- 
nial growth may be estimated. It will be seen that 
during the last period there has been an increase over 
the previous seven years of 326 baptisms, 264 confirma- 
tions, 1,853 communicants and $105,132.24 in contribu- 
tions, In adding the communicants reported to Con- 
vention for seven yeurs, of course, one must bear in mind 
that these do not mean, as in the other statistics, new 
members, so that the increase of 1853 does not mean 
that number of new communicants, but it enables us to 
et a percentage of increase, which will be seen as 

follows: an increase of about 3o per cent. in baptisms, zo 
per cent, in confirmations, 26 per cent. in communicants 


and 45 pet cent. in contributions, The whole number of 
persons baptized in S. Mark's Parish has been 4,012, 
2,191 have been confirmed, and during the past thirty- 
seven years $1,334,400.03 lias been raised for the work of 
the Parish. 


In observing the inerease in the income of the Parish 
‘uring the past seven years, it may be noted that this has 
not included any legacies received, nor any one large sum. 
In the previous seven years the Moro Phillips choir 
legacy of $10,000 was received, and а similar sum for the 
establishment of S. Mark's Home. No legacies have 
been received during the past seven years, and with the 
exception of two sums of $5,000 and $2,000 respectively, 
no single contribution has exceeded &1,0со. From this 
it will be evident that the large increase has been a 
healthy опе, and has not been made up by exceptionally 
large gifts,

PREFACE 


In the last Year Book our interest was chiefly centered 
_ 6n tbe history ofthe Parish during the rst half century 
of its existence, and on the starting of the Jubilee 
Endowment Fund, to commemorate the Jubilee and to 
provide а permanent income for keeping in repair and 

_ for improving the Church buildings. 
Vos we have to record the work of the first year of 


itulation that it has been derived from natural and 
ir sources, no single sum larger than $1,000 having 
contributed by any one individual, and almost the 


two events of special interest during the year have 
the Parish Jubilee Festival and the paying off the 
‘on S. Mary's. 
3 


During the All Saints octave, the Jubilee Services were 
probably the most perfect, both in ritual and music, 
which Mave ever been held in 5 Mark’ The Requiem 
оп All Souls’ Day for departed members of S. Mark's, 
being, with the great congregation, most solemn as a 
service and most impressive musically in the excellent 
rendering of Mozart's wonderful Requiem Mass, We 
were privileged to have among the preachers several who 
had been associated with S. Mark's in its early days: the 
Revs. Dr. Dix, Dr, Robins, Dr. Newton ; of more recent 
times we had the Bishop of Milwaukee, Dr. Fiske 
and Mr, Dennison, The offerings for the Jubilee Fund 
were a little more than $3,000. They bave been invested 
and the income therefrom will be available next year. 
We hope to add to this fund from time to time until it 
reaches the full $20,000 needed for this purpose. 

‘The other event, which, indeed, marks an epoch in our 
Parish history, has been the payment of the Inst instal- 
went of $4,000 on 5, Mary's building debt. When S. 
Mary's Chapel was opened for services on the Feast of 
the Purification, 1698, it had cost $37,000, of which about 
$15,000 remained to be raised. Ву the following Easter 
this was reduced to $8,000, last year $2,000 more was 
paid off by contributions from various sources, and this 
Easter the offerings, with some small additions after- 
ward, enabled us to cancel the whole debt, so that S. 
LORD now entirely free from debt, and will, I hope, 

be consecrated in the Fall. 

I cannot too warmly express my gratitude to all those 
by whose generous self-sacrifice this important work has 
been brought io a satisfactory 

We have also been able to pay off another $1,000 on 
the School mortgage, leaving now only $3,000 on the 
new School building, and this is the only indebtedness 
оп the Parish. 

Daring the past year we have received several valuable 
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fts, among which may be mentioned a very handsome 

er gilt gothic chalice, studded with diamonds and 
other precious stones, a memorial of Mrs. Fanning C. 
Tucker, for many years a devout communicant of S. 
Mark's, who entered into rest last S. Stephen's Day; а 
mew bier, reproduced from an ancient design; and, for 
$. Mary's Chapel, a beautiful Byzantine pulpit and a 


font. 

While thanking God for the prosperity and growth of 
‘the past, we must enter upon the first year of the new cen 
tury with a determination to work still more earnestly 
for the glory of God and the good of His Church.

It is very fitting that she who loved S. Mark's so well 
in her life, should through her death so greatly beautify 
and enrich it. 

1 would also remind you that we are entering upon the 
tenth year of our work together, and would urge you to 
make this year a fitting close to the decade. 

The Lady Chapel, the Clergy House, the Cloister, 
$. Mary's Chapel and Mission Buildings and the new 
school, on which there still remains $1,000 debt, the only 
indebtedness in the Parish, is a wonderful record of 
Gop's blessing upou our labours, Let us make a real 
effort to make this last year of the decade a worthy end- 
ing of its work.

PREFACE 


that this was the closing year of the decade of 

our work together at S. Mark's; and while recog- 

nizing the many blessings upon our efforts in the 
past nine years, I asked you to put forth "a real effort to 
make the last. year of the decade a worthy ending of its 
work.” 

T little thought then that the response would be such 
as to make this year by very far the best year in the 
whole history of the Parish, whether measured by finan- 
cial success or by the condition of our many parochial 
activities, the increase of our communicants, and the 
larger attendance at our services. 

‘The principal events of the year have been the Conse- 
cration of the Lady Chapel on the ioth of February, by 
the Right Reverend the Bishop of Milwaukee, acting 
for the Bishop of the diocese, and the Easter offering of 
$20,041.77 for the Organ Fond. ‘Thisoffering is four times 
аз large as any previous Easter offering, and is, indeed, a 
жопу ending of our ten years’ work together. The 
Consecration of the Lady Chapel also marks an epoch 
in the history of the Parish, not only providing us with 
а Chapel for our early Celebrations, but furnishing an 
architectural and ecclesiastical example, unique in this 
country, and of great educational value. Besides thi 
we have paid off the balance of the mortgage on the 
school house, so that for the first time for at least twenty- 
five years there is absolutely no debt of any kind upon 
the Parish. 


E the Preface to the last Year Book, I reminded you 


At the close of ten years it веет» fitting to look back 
and review the path we have travelled together in order 
that we may learn from it wiat God has done for os, aud, 
in acknowledging His great goodness with heartfelt 
thanksgivings, may realize what we can do in the power 
of Hisgrace ; so that we may begin the new decade with 
n courage and confidence, which are the fruits of our 
trust in one another, and our reliance npon God. 

For myself in looking back over so long a period ot 
my ministry, there mast be much Heartsearching at the 
mistakes made, and worse, the many faults which have 
bin gere the work, and yet 1 should be ungrateful, indeed, 
were I not to acknowledge that in spite of all, God has 
abundantly blessed our efforts, There are probably few 
Rectors, who, at the end of ten years’ work, are able to 
thank God for so many of their hopes realized, so many 
‘of tbeir plane carried out to success. 

My first work in coming among you was to consider 
the ground carefully, and to make plans for the future, 
which contemplated advances iu many directions, most. 
of which plans have been fully realized. 

Thad in mind a standard of perfection for our services, 
їп accordance with the Catholic heritage of our Church; 
this has long since been reached. A better test, however, 
of real progress may be found in the number attending 
the early Celebrations on week days, and the number of 
Communicants at Easter, Comparing the latter this 
Easter with the number on Easter Day, 1892, the increase 
is fifty per cent. E 

If we take our evangelistic or mission work, the plan 
for which was put forth in the Lent of 1892, we find it has 
developed into two of the most successful Missions in 
the diocese, counting between them over 520 communi- 
exnts. One, S Mary's, is fully equipped with buildings,

While our retrospect thus shows, Г believe, in every 
direction nothing but growth, spiritual and material, yet 
the years have vot been for me at times without great 
anxiety. So much was started that even four years ago 
the burden was so great that 1 began to fear that 1 bad 
Attempted too much. There was then a debt of $12,000 
on S. Mary's, of $5,coo on the school honse, and the 
consiautly increasing drain upon our current expenses in 
order to keep in repair our beautiful bat very extensive 
buildings, warned us that something in the nature of an 
endowment for this purpose must be set on foot, In 
these four years, however, ull debts have been cleared 
off, a substantial beginning of the Jubilee Endowment 
Pond has been made, and this without in any way 
diminishing the contritmions to our mission work and 
to our various parochial agencies. 

‘Thin Lent it was determined to devote the Easter 
offering to the purchase of а new organ, with the resolt 
that ro less than the whole sum aske? for, $20,000, was 
given, When we compare this with the Easter offering 
їп 1592 (for the Clergy House), $419, It gives an opportu- 
nity of testing in the most practical way the devotion of 
our people to the Church's work, aud is, indeed, a most 
gracious ending of the ten years of toll. And, again, if 
we compare our income as reported to the convention, we 
find that in 1592 it was $30.000, while this year it is 
$55,470.65, апд this sum does mot include the Lady 
Ed or any of the gifts with which it has been fur- 
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‘This increase lias not been caused by tbe accession of a 
number of wealthy members to the Parish. Indeed, during 
‘the past ten years we have lost many of our most earnest 
and valued parishioners by the hand of death. (We have 
lost very few from any other cause.) Of the present 
Vestry, indeed. only four were in the Vestry which called 
me to S. Mark's. No, the increase in to be accounted 
for almost entirely by the growth of а spirit of iove, 
which shows itself, ав love always does, by sacrifice. 
Our contributions come not entirely from a few! wealthy. 
persons, bat from almost all our congregation, 

One other point 1 would gratefully notice. Dr. Jessup, 
jm his recent essays on the Church of England in the 
Middle Ages, points out that this love for the Church 
Jed people then not only to build and adorn beautiful 
churches, but to store them with costly vessels and vest- 
ments, so that while men's houses in those days were 
simply furnished, the churches were possessed of great 
treasures of gold, and silver, and precious stones, the 
work of the most celebrated artists of those times. Не 
goes on sadly to observe that in our days the reverse is 
‘seen, our houses being lavishly furnished, but our 
churches too often suggesting cheapness rather than 
simplicity. 

S. Mark's was built by men who religiously desired to 
restore the old order, and now through the loving gener- 
osity of her parishioners possesses ecclesiastical treasures, 
not only surpassing those of ony parish in this country 
and probably in England, but which vie with what Dr. 
Jessup tells us of the eburches of olf. And this has been 
exclusively from the gifts of those who have provided 
beautiful vessels and vestments for the glory of God and 
in loving memory of those who bave gone before. For 
‘of all our treasures, none bas been purchased out of the 
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funds of the charch, all being the free-will offerings of 
individuals, 

We must. indeed, be thankful that God has blessed so 
abundantly the fruits of our labors, but we must not 
therefore feel that our work is done; rather must we 
resolve to press on in all good works, for to stand still 
would soon mean to fall back,

Mark's 
Employment Society, the Managers wish to make an 
‘earnest appeal for more subscribers, During the past 
winter $471 were paid to the women employed, and this 
sum should have been covered by the subscriptions, 
which, however, only amounted to $517. 

An appeal will be made in the autumn, to whieh it is 
hoped a genctous response may be made. The Society 
works without charge for charitable institutions, and so 
does a double work, 370 articles having been made in 
this way since November 1, te.

‚ PREFACE 


HE year that has passed deserves notice espe- 
cially for two events of great importance to 
the Parish of $, Mark’ 

t, the increase by some $3,500 in that part of the 
income of the Parish which is derived from the col- 
lections in the Church on those Sundays when no spe- 
cial objects claim them. Last April the envelope sys- 
tem was introduced, among those who were willing 
to give it a trial, in the hope that it might increase 
our revenue for current expenses from this source; 
and with a result, for which we must all be most thank- 
ful, that from this source alone we have now $3,500 а 
year more than ever before. Some feared that this 
would mean a diminution in our special offerings. That 
this is not Ше case, is seen in the fact that they too have 
increased this year nearly $1,000. This most satisfac- 
tory result will, I hope, lead others to give the en- 
уборе system their support, and so to add to its 
success, 

The other event which I would record with deep 
thankfulness has been the receipt of several legacies 
which will enable us to carry on our work with far 
greater efficiency, For many years, we have been pray- 
ing daily “that God would put it into the heart of some one 
to build a Chapel for S. Michael's Mission.” I notice 
that I called your attention to this in the preface to 
the last Year Book, telling you of the inadequacy of the 
temporary Chapel of S. Michael's, it being too small 
to hold even half of the Communicants at one time, 
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not to speak of the other members of the Mission, And 
I asked you to pray that God would put it into the 
heart of some опе to provide this Chapel. Our prayer 
has been answered: for, by the death of Miss Ch: 
lotte К. Belt, a legacy left to the parish by her sis- 
ter many years ago, became operative for the build- 
ing of such Chapel in memory‘ of her husband, Dr. 
Helmuth, To this has been added another legacy of 
Slo, aa left for the same purpose by a most faithful and 
devoted. member of the parish, Miss Anne М. Sharples, 

With the proceeds of these two legacies we have 
purchased the Church of the Mediator, at Nineteenth 
and Lombard Streets, This will give us a very beau- 
tiful Chapel for the Mission, Its parish building 
however, is too small and quite inadequate for the pres- 
ent needs of our Mission; and we must pray that God, 
Who bas blessed us thus far, may put it into the 
heart of others to give us a parish building. As we 
have the land, this would probably only cost about 
$25,000. 

‘The $10,000 left to S. Michael's Chapel was only 
small part of Mise Sharpics's legacies to the Church, 
She left $5,000 to S. Mary's Coloured Mission; and 
her residuary estate (the amount of which we do not 
yet know) to the Endowment Fund of S, Mark's 
Church, She also remembered a charity, which is very 
dear to all S. Marks people, though not belonging to 
our Parish—The S. Michael and All Angels’ Home 
for Coloured Cripples in West Philadelphia, To this 
she bequeathed $5,000, 


Miss Charlotte К. Belt, in her will also left her 
residuary estate, after the death of her піссе, to be 
used for the work of S. Michael's Mission. 
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we associate with the burial of the faithful de- 
parted—"Blessed are the dead which die in the 
Lord: even so saith the Spirit; for they rest 
from their labours; and their works do fol- 
low them What a wealth of meaning it has 
for those, who, by their wills, have provided that, long 
after they have left this world, their good works may 
go om and may follow them into the other world! The 
work of S. Michael's, and 8. Mary's and the Coloured 
Cripples’ Home, which has been benefited and extended 
by these bequests, will surely be remembered by Him 
Who said, “Inasmuch as ye have donc it unto one of 
the least of these My brethern, уе have done it unto Me"? 
Souls imprisoned by sin, bodies crippled by disease, 
ministered to for many, many years through the loving. 
thought of these faithful women, will bring to them 
a glorious reward! May God put it into the hearts 
of many of yos, when making your wills to lay up 
similar treasure in heaven, from that which you must 
leave behind in this world,

PREFACE ^ , 


HE year that has passed has been in many respects 
T the most prosperous year in our parochial his- 
tory, 

If we look first at the most important, the spiritual 
side, there has been a very real awakening, showing itself 
jn greater missionary activity. A parochial branch of 
the Woman's Auxiliary has been formed and the meet- 
ings, both for the study of missionary ficlds and for 
work, have been well attended and much enthusiasm 
has been manifested. А parochial branch of the Junior 
Woman's Auxiliary has also been started, and there 
have been most encouraging meetings of the men of 
the parish in the interest of the Missionary ‘Thank 
Offering. 

‘The Confirmation Class this Lent was both large and 
satisfactory, тот having been confirmed on Easter Eve. 

Our own parish Missions too have shown consider- 
able growth. $. Michael's in its new home (the for- 
mer Church of the Mediator) is in excellent con- 
dition, while S. Mary's has had the best year of its 
existence. On, Easter Day there were no less than 
260 communions made at the six o'clock Celebration 
at S. Mary's out of 342 Communicants on the roll 
А: S. Michael's 185 out of 325 then made their Com- 
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munîon. ‘The numbers at this Celebration were reduced 
by the heavy rain storm, but the others mostly made 
their Communions during the Easter Season. 

If we turn to that side of our work where results can 
be more accurately measured we may notice that for 
the third time the income of the parish exceeded $65,- 
000, this year’s total being $66,861.59, the largest we 
have yet reached, and more than double the annual 
income when we began our work together fourteen 
years ago. 

The people of S. Michael's Mission raised $4,176.24, 
and S. Mary's $2,306.13, in both cases the largest sums 
yet contributed. While some members of S. Mark's 
gave $1,730 towards the alterations and improve- 
ments of the new properties on Lombard street. 

$. Mark's School (which has now completed its Sfty- 
fifth year) in its new building has increased both in 


numbers and efficiency, 

Altogether we have much reason, after so long a 
period of work together, to thank God and take cour- 
age for the future.

‘Chis Fund is intended to supplement the Rector's Fund 
from the Communion alms, ete, during the summer 
months, when, owing to the absence from the city of 
most of the parishioners, the offertories are very small, 
while the demands npon the Fund are even greater than 
in the winter. A part of the money Is used for excur- 
sions in hot weather for many of the deserving poor 
children of the Parish.

First 

the addition to our Jubilee Endowment Fund 

of $67,550.18 from the proceeds of two legacies, left, 

respectively, by Mr. J. Sperry Willing and Miss Anne

PREFACE 


E have passed through a year of exceptional difficulty 
—a period of unrest in the Church and of great 
financial depression in the world. It is therefore 
with deep thankfulness that I record that neither of these 
has adversely affected S. Mark's We have had better 
congregations than usual throughout the year, and espec- 
{айу in Lent, while our income has been some $10,000 
larger than ever before in the history of the Parish. Last ° 
year we had paid over to the Jubilee’ Endowment Fund 
from legacies $67.50818 and apart from this our income 
from the contributions of parishioners was $65-194.02. Thy 
year we have received from the Estate of Miss Emilie D. 
Wagner $7,500.00 for Endowment and $1,300.00 for the 
Sisters’ House, leaving an income from other sources of 
$74,326.53, or about $10,000.00 more than last year, which || 
was showed the largest income which we had ever had.

PREFACE 


legacies towards the endowment of the Parish 

from the estates of devoted parishioners who have 
passed to their rest. This year we have to call attention 
for the first time to two gifts towards our endowment 
from those who are still living and who, 1 trust, may 
be spared many years to work and worship among us. 
‘The first is a gift of $5,000 to the Jubilee Endowment 
Fund from Mrs. Caroline Tait, which will bring the 
income of this Fund well above $4,000 а year. The 
second is from an anonymous friend, not a parishioner 
of S. Mark's, who has placed in my hands $5,000 to 
be invested and the income used each year, at the dis- 
cretion of the Rector, in the work of S, Michael's Mis- 
sion in memory of the late Rev. Horace Bard Evans, 
who worked there so camestly, This Fund is to be 
known as the “Horace Bard Evans Memorial” and will 
be so entered among the investments of the Parish. 

As the example of the first legacy to the Jubilee 
Endowment Fund was followed by others, I trust that 
these examples of gifts available during the lifetime 
of the donors may also bear similar fruit, There can be 
Tittle doubt that in a few years the parishes in this 
neighborhood. will have to depend for their support 
largely upon endowments. The encroachments of 
business on the one hand and the attractions of country 
life on the other, are rapidly denuding our neighbor- 
hood of its residents. So far the generosity of our 
people has kept our income up to and above the stand- 
ard of past years but in the nature of things this can- 
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I N the last two years we have had to acknowledge

not long continue and those who love S. Mark's must 
help to provide for its permaneat. support. 

We have had during the past winter sorrows and 
anxieties of a character from which we have hitherto 
been free. The Rev, N. D. VanSyckel, who had been 
for thietcen years in charge of 8. Michael's Mission, 
amd whose faithfol work had been хо largely instru- 
mental in its success; was taken ill at All Saints, and 
though he took a rest and holiday until Christmas, and 
came back apparently much better, he broke down again 
and was obliged, by his doctor's advice, to give up the 
work he loved so-well and to take a long holiday. We 
were most fortunate at the time in having on our staff 
the Rev. Horace B. Evans, who at once threw himself 
with all bis energy into the work and won the love of 
the people of S. Michael's. but in the early part of 
March he was attacked by grippe, which later developed. 
into pneumonia with heart complications and on March 
28th he passed to his reward. I have never known any 
Priest who in so short a time won the affection and 
respect of all who knew him. His death was not only 
а great loss to the work at S. Michael's: it was a deep 
personal sorrow to all the clergy and many of the 
parishioners of S, Marks, By the wisely applied gen- 
erosity of one who knew him well the work he was 
doing when he died will be helped year by year as the

rately its results, the Rector hopes that it will nearly 
double the amount ever before given by the parish for 
missions. 

AL the same time an attempt was made to extend 
the envelope system for current expenses, and a very 
large number of mew subscribers were obtained, so 
that it seems probable that next year will witness a 
revival of interest in the needs of the parish as well 
as of missions. 

There have been added this year to the adornments 
of the Church a very handsome pair of carved oak 
doors for the western entrance, The old doors needed. 
replacement badly, as since, in conformity with a city 
ordinance, they were made to open outward, they have 
warped badly, and could only be opened and closed 
with difficulty. The new doors sre a memorial to 
Mr. William C. Atwood, for many years a member of 
S. Mark's, and at one time the Superintendent of the 
Sunday School The doors are richly panelled, and 
the jambs composed of niches with saints, one above 
the other, On the inside, the tympanum of the door 
contains our Lord's Baptism carved in high relief; on 
the outside, the Crucifixion, with S. Mary and S. John, 
and the city of Jerusalem in the background. The

St. Mark's Church 


AINT MARK'S PARISH was organized June 27, 
1847, and the present building completed in 1849. 
‘The Church is a fine specimen of the decorated 
period of Gothic architecture. The plans were fur- 
nished by the Ecclesiological Society, of Cambridge, 
England, and were cartied out with some modifications 
by the architect, Mr. John Notman, The altar and 
reredos are of richly carved stone, as are also the pulpit 
and the choir screen. The gates are of copper gilt. 
Other notable features of the chancel are the rood 
beam with its cross and figures, the elaborately carved 
sanctuary door, and the choir and clergy stalls, All 
these are memorials, The organ was built by the 
Austin Organ Company. The side altar is of alabaster 
and stood originally in the Lady Chapel. The Lady 
Chapel was erected in 1901 as a memorial of Mrs. 
Rodman Wanamaker. [t contains the famous silver 
altar and is completely furnished with sacred vessels 
and vestments of beautiful design and costly workman- 
ship, Other notable works of art are the many 
stained glass windows and the carved doors on the 
west and north. The tower is supplied with a full set 
of sweet toned bells. 

Saint Marks is open throughout the year from 7 
A. M. to 530 P. M. Except during the summer months, 
the Lady Chapel is used daily for the early Eucharists. 
It is also open on Sunday mornings. Visitors desiring 
to see the chapel at other times may do so by applying 
to the sexton or at the Clergy House.

Early in the 70's Rev. F. D. Canfield, Assistant Min- 
ister at St. Mark's, undertook work among the poor in 
the neighborhood of Seventeenth and Kater Streets. 
‘The Rector Rev. Dr. Hoffmann became much interested, 
and in June 1880, St. Mark's Workingmen's Club was 
erected, the building being modeled after English plans, 
In 1802 additional sums were raised for extending the 
mission work. In 1905 the Kater Street property was 
sold, and with the help of legacies which became at this 
time available, St. Mark's purchased the Church of the 
Mediator, whose congregation had removed. The 
Church is now renamed in honor of St. Michael. Be- 
sides the Church proper, the Parish owns the parish hall 
and school on the Nineteenth Street side, and Nos. 1911, 
1913 and 1917 on Lombard Street. In these are housed 
the Sisters, the Home for Aged Women, Guilds and 
Parish School,

St. Mark's Church 


AINT MARK'S PARISH was organized June 27, 
S 1847. The Church was built in 1849 from plans 
furnished by the Ecclesiological Society, of Cam- 
bridge, England, somewhat modified by the architect, 
Mr. John Notman. The altar and reredos are of 
richly carved stone, as are also the pulpit and the choir 
screen. The gates ate of copper gilt. Other notable 
features of the chancel are the large rood beam with 
its cross and figures, the elaborately carved sanctuary 
door, the choir and clergy stalls. The organ was built 
by the Austin Organ Company. A beautiful alabaster 
altar at the head of the north aisle is used at week-day 
services. The Lady Chapel was erected in 1901 as a 
memorial of Mrs. Rodman Wanamaker. It contains 
the famous silver altar and is completely furnished 
with sacred vessels, vestments and hangings. The 
stained glass windows and the carved doors on the 
west and north are notable works of art. The tower 
is supplied with a full chime of bells, one of which can 
be rung from the chancel at the sanctus, 

Saint Mark's is open throughout the year from 7 
A. M. to $30 P. M. Except during the summer months, 
the Lady Chapel is used for the daily Eucharists. It 
is also open at Sunday services. Visitors desiring to

To me.: these expenses the Vestry look to the follow- 
ing sources for income: (1) pew rents; (2) endow- 
ments; (3) offertories; (4) envelopes; (5) budget 
subscriptions. The first three require no explanation ; 
a word may be said regarding the latter two. 

Some people are so situated financially that they can 
without difficulty contribute weekly in sums which 
aggregate during the year far more than could be 
afforded at any one time. This they may do, by pledging 
themselves to give through the envelopes. Our enve- 
lopes have two pockets. In one is placed the amount 
subscribed per week for the support of the parish, in 
the other the amount for missions, The envelopes 
make it easier to give, and register automatically the 
amount given, Аз the contributor is known by number, 
privacy is secured, On the other hand the putting of 
a contribution into an envelope does not make it any 
larger; and it is requisite for the success of the system 
that the fall amount pledged for the fifty-two weeks 
be turned in sometime during the year. 

Others prefer to subscribe а lumo sum to be paid 
monthly, quarterly, semi-annually or annually, as is 
most convenient In that case, they should subscribe 
to the budget, either leaving to the financial authorities 
the liberty to apply the money according to the needs 
of the several causes enumerated above, or designating 
the contribution to those special charities in which they 
are more interested. 

It will be noted that in the estimate of expenses 
mo mention is made of alms for the poor, This is be- 
cause the offertories at the early services are devoted 
to that purpose, together with the income of some 
endowments left expressly for the care of the poor. 

‘The altar Guild, St. Mark’s Employment Society, the 
Neighborhood House, and the various guilds are also 
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d from the list. The reason is, that they are 
lent in this respect, that they manage their own 
and the Vestry is not obligated on their behalf.

St. Mark's Church 


AINT MARK'S PARISH was organized June 
1847. The Church was built in 1849 from pla 
furnished by the Ecclesiological Society, of Са 

bridge, England, somewhat modified by the archite 
Mr. John Notman. The altar and reredos are 
richly carved stone, as are also the pulpit and the c 
screen, The gates are of copper gilt. Other notable 
features of the chancel are the large rood beam with 
its cross and figures, the elaborately carved sanctuary 
door, the choir and clergy stalls. The organ was built 
by the Austin Organ Company. A beautiful alabast 
altar at the head of the north aisle is used at week 
services. The Lady Chapel was erected in 1901 as a 
memorial of Mrs. Rodman Wanamaker. It contains 
the famous silver altar and is completely furnished 
with sacred vessels, vestments and hangings. The 
stained glass windows and the carved doors on the 
west and north are notable works of art. The tower 
is supplied with a full chime of bells, one of which can 
be rung from the chancel at the sanctus. 

Saint Mark’s is open throughout the year from 7 
A. M. to $30 P. М. Except during the summer months, 
the Lady Chapel is used for the daily Eucharists. It 
is also open at Sunday services. Visitors desiring to 
see it at other times may do so by applying to the 
sexton or at the Clergy House.

Preface 


It seems fitting to preface this year book of 1918 with 
a brief notice of the more important matters of our 
parish history since St. Mark's Day, 1917. 

There has been one change on the Clergy Staff. Rev, 
Charles D. Fairman resigned as Assistant at St. Michael's 
November Ist, and Rev. Carl 1. Shoemaker has taken 
his place. 

The Choir continues to maintain a high standard of 
artistic efficiency. On the First Sunday after the 
Epiphany, Gounod’s Second Mass of the Orpheonistes 
was given again, with the aid of the Fortnightly Club, 
The music on Easter Day received wide commendation. 
During the past year special attention has been paid to 
plainsong settings, and the Missa Marialis sung fre- 
quently on Sunday mornings, A sum of money has 
been given in memory of the late Mr. W. H. Newbold, 
to be expended at the discretion of the Rector and the 
Choirmaster, for the benefit of the junior choristers. 

In Lent, the congregations of Saint James and Holy 
Trinity worshipped with us during the week, on account 
of fuel shortage. The services were “Union Services" 
in the best sense of the term, the clergy of the different 
parishes taking turns in conducting them, assisted by 
the several choirs. The congregations were large, and 
the collections, amounting to $522.32, were given to the 
City Mission to help in its work of providing fuel for 


the poor. E 

Bishop Rhinelander delivered the last two of his 
lectures on "Religion in War Time" at St. Mark's. 
Bishop Matthews conducted the Corporate Day of Inter-

Preface 


This year has been one of many changes. While the 
income of the parish has remained stationary, increased 
expenses involved us in a debt, amounting July Ist to 
$4,500. In order to retrench, the Vestry decided to dis- 
pense with the curate at St. Mark's, to reduce the cost 
of the choir, to discontinue the services of a visitor at 
St. Michael's, which, with some other economies and 
the devotion of a third of the Easter collection, have 
reduced the deficit more than one-half, 

The absence of a curate at St. Mark's made it ob- 
viously necessary to discontinue a number of services 
that were very little attended. The congregations in 
general have improved. On Sunday morning they have 
been larger than heretofore. The Sunday evening 
service has had an attendance several times as great 
as the old afternoon service. The early Communions 
in Lent had so many present that it was deemed best 
to hold them at the side altar instead of in the Lady 
Chapel. 

I take this opportunity to place on record my grateful 
appreciation of the invaluable assistance rendered me 
by the Reverend A. J. Arnold, and for the Sunday 
sermons of the Bishops of Milwaukee, Salina and Brit- 
ish Honduras, and Dr. Percy Dearmer. 

The terrible epidemic of influenza in early October 
was without parrallel in our history. In obedience to 
the orders of the health authorities we, with the other 


churches of the city, closed our doors to the public one 
Sunday, and on the other two limited our congregation 
to twenty, There were over a hundred cases of influ- 
enza at St. Michael's and a somewhat smaller number 
at St. Mary's. St. Mark’s escaped almost entirely. We 
lost, however, two of our most devoted young men, 
James Spence, the acolyte at the Sunday carly service, 
and Norris J, Hodson, for nearly ten years a member 
of the choir. May they rest in peace. 

The bells of St. Mark's rang out at the signing of 
the armistice, which, as Dr, Dearmer noted, was at the 
eleventh hour of the eleventh day of the eleventh 
month. On December 8th following we held a Brit- 
ish Day Victory service, at which the church was 
crowded, Another interesting service was that on 
April 27th, at which the entire center of the church 
was filled with Greeks, the occasion being the visit of 
the Rt. Rev. Alexander, Bishop of Rodosto, acting 
archbishop of the Greek Orthodox Church. 

I would again commend the choir for its remarkable 
efficiency under the adverse circumstances of decreased 
appropriations and the uncertainties created by the draft. 
T note with pleasure another gift, increasing the endow- 
ment of the W. H. Newbold Choir Prize. 

St Mark's did faithful service in the Every Mem- 
ber Campaign of last March. 149 cards were returned 
as a-result of the canvass, I feel sure that the benefit 
of the campaign will be felt in the added interest and 
work of the parish.

Dreface 


‘The past year has been a prosperous one. The con- 
gregations at St. Mark's on Sunday mornings have 
been somewhat larger, and those on the evenings consid- 
erably so. Many new faces are appearing. The Con- 
firmation of Easter Even of 1919 (the one reported 
їп our Parish Statistics) was equal in number to any 
since 1906; this year's, 1920, larger than any since that 
date. The decrease in the number of communicants is 
apparent, not real, Over a hundred names have been 
carried for the past six years on the list, of which the 
addresses were quite unknown. In the N: -Wide 
Campaign a search was made for these vanished com- 
municants, and subsequently the names taken from the 
list of those “who having removed from the parish 
without notice, after reasonable time, and due effort, 
cannot be traced." St. Mark's now reports 530 com- 
municants for 1919; 550 for 1920. 

‘The financial showing of the annual report in January 
was the best in several years. 

On May 29th, Pennsylvania Division No. 1, of the 
Knights Templar, consisting of eight Commanderies, 
took part in the service of Ascension night, The 
knights, in full uniform, filled the entire body of the 
church and about half of the side aisles. The service 
excited much interest and was certainly inspiring. 

The Sisters of St. Margaret, for so many years 
connected with St. Mark's and its Chapels, with St. 
Clements and with St. Michael and All Angels Home 
for Colored Cripples, have found it expedient to open 
a house, 1831 Pine Street, where the sisters can live 


2 
Together, and from which they may go forth to work. 
We have two working in the Parish, at St. 
Michael's and St. Mary's respectively. 

The St. Mark's Home for Aged and Infirm Women 
was closed in September. The three inmates for whom 
the Parish was responsible, because of their entrance 
fee, were transferred by a satisfactory arrangement to 
Christ Church Hospital, as were also three boarders. 
They are all reported to be very happy in their new 
home with its open and beautiful surroundings. This 
rearrangement will result eventually in a considerable 
saving to the Parish. 

During the fall, a Men's Choir was organized for the 
study of sacred music somewhat on the lines of one 
which flourished here some twenty-odd years ago. It 
has rendered notable assistance on several occasions. 

‘The Chapels have also been unusually prosperous, and 
plans are now in contemplation to give them, if possible, 
complete independence, 

During the year we have lost through death a num- 
ber of well-known and prominent members: Mrs. 
Robins, Dr. Wilson, Mr. and Mrs. Doran, Mrs. Leidy 
and Miss Ann Bacon Smith. God grant them His 
eternal rest. 

This is the last report in which my name will appear 
as Rector of St. Mark's. I have accepted a call to 
become Dean of the Cathedral of Fond du Lac, and 
leave for my new duties immediately after Convention. 
To my many kind friends, who have been so constant 
in assisting me with their interest, their good words, 
their prayers, their labors and their gifts, I bid a cordial 
farewell, with best wishes for the future.

The League has continued its quiet work as usual 
throughout the year. 

‘The Rev. Samuel B. Booth, of the Diocesan Church, 
conducted the Quiet Hour and gave us a helpful and 
stimulating address on the Annual Day of Intercession 
for the parish in Advent, Rev. Leicester C. Lewis, D.D., 
of the Western Theological Seminary, conducted the 


Corporate Day of Intercession in Lent, and all who 
heard him have expressed their gratitude to the League 
for giving them the privilege of hearing these wonderful 
addresses and the help of his leadership in Interces- 
cession. : 

The League has realized that good Intercession 
means praying with the understanding. “Ye ask and 
receive not, because ye ask amiss,” the Apostle tells 
us. The League, therefore, has added to its work the 
issuing of leaflets and helps to Intercession through in- 
forming the mind and stimulating the will, The Red 
Book is still in great demand. This year another ven- 
ture was made in issuing its companion, the Green 
Book, for the Nation-Wide Campaign. It has passed 
through the first edition of twelve thousand copies. 

‘That men and women everywhere are reaching out 
to God, “if haply they might feel after Him, and find 
Him, though He be not far from every one of us,” 
is evidenced in the constant and increasing call for books 
professing to tell about God, His relations to men, and 
the life hereafter. The circulation of books and 
pamphlets on Spiritualism, Christian Science, Theoso- 
phy, ete, makes us realize the heart-hunger among men 
and women today, and the need for Christian literature 
and teaching. 

Great problems are ahead of us in our Parish, our 
Diocese, our Nation and the World. We feel so small, 
so insignificant, so helpless in the face of it all; but 
as we turn our back on this and face God, laying 
hold upon the promises made to those who pray 
in His name, we realize how great is our power, our 
privilege and our responsibility. God grant we may

During the year the Holy Sacrifice has been offered 
848 times. There have been 5589 Commumions, There 
have been 278 private Communions. The Sacrament of 
Penance has been easy of access. 

‘The prayer life of the parish has been uninterrupted 
The daily timetable has been followed with punctuality 
and regularity. The church has been visited daily from 
morning until night, for devotions to the Blessed Sacra- 
ment and Meditation, 

The outstanding extra-parochial event of the year was 
the Priests’ Convention, It has been truly said that the 
Solemn Pontifical High Mass, which opened the Con- 
vention, has never been equalled in the American Church. 
‘The great meetings in Witherspoon Hall will live long 
їп our memories. The fact that Saint Mark's was privi- 
leged to be the centre and shrine oí so great and so 
significant а movement in the Catholic revival has given 


confirming witness to the continuity of the spirit of our - 


Founders and of the stability of our traditions. 

The development of the neighborhood, with its unwel- 
come removal of familiar landmarks, nevertheless indi- 
cates with reasonable assurance, that the parish will stand 
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in the centre of a densely populated area for years to 
‘come. As Saint Mark's has been loved and is loved, so 
it will continue to be loved, as a house of prayer, in the 
heart of a vast city, and as а shrine of exquisite love- 
lines. 

As stewards of so goodly a heritage we are pledged 
beyond most to extend our influence to the outermost 
bounds of the Mission field.

I offer this as a suggestion 
for a memorial. 

‘There is one provision for the needs of the neighbor- 
hood which should be kept in mind. We ought to have 
a Mortuary Chapel. At present we use the Lady Chapel. 
There ought to be a special Chapel easy of access and 
properly secluded, in which the bodies of the faithful 
departed may await burial, and in which Requiems may 
be offered for the repose of their souls. Apartment 
houses emphasize this need. 

I have alluded to the changing conditions in the neigh- 
borhood. I am thankful to say that the Parish remains 
unchanged. The congregations, so far irom diminishing, 
have very noticeably increased. And our numbers are 
being constantly added to. The number of men at High 
Mass is impressive. And there are so many young men. 
АШ the day long people come to pray before the Blessed 
Sacrament, The Church is really a house of prayer for 
all people. The time-table and the rule afford the oppor- 
tunity and provide the stimulus for living the only life 
that satisfies. Our Lord, if He is lifted up, will draw 
all men Him. In the long run the Church which 
remains to this ideal, will remain firm because of it. 
It always has been so everywhere else, it always will be 
so here in Locust Street. I have always felt sure that 
God gave us our motto, when I began five years ago; I 
am more sure than ever today: Serenity, Stability, 
Strength.

On August 11; 1929, Eugenia Carter Cassatt, our dear 
sister and fellow-worker in the League of Intercession, 
to her rest. On November 20th we had our 
Requiem at St. Mark's for her, These are the facts that 
face us as we review the twenty-third year of our work. 
We must go on without her presence and loving words 
of sympathy and advice, but not, thank God, without her 
prayers. 


For twenty-two years, ever since I have been the head 
of the League, Mrs. Cassatt has been my valued assistant 
and loving co-worker, No one wrote as many letters or 
mailed’ as many circulars for our Days of Intercession 
as she did, but this was the smallest part of her work. 
Her whole life was a life of prayer—a hidden life, She 


often said she felt the day she was unable to get to St. 
Mark's to say a prayer was a day lost, for this had been 
her habit for more than half a century; and when the 
call home came to her I think she answered as usual, “I 
was glad when They said unto me, We will go into the 
House of the Lord.” 


Her life bore the fruits of a life of prayer. The “sin- 
gular gifts of the Holy Ghost" with which she was en- 
dowed (and all who knew her agreed she was a unique 
personality) she used for the Glory of God. The попе, 
that unruly member, so often used for evil and to injure 
others, was used by her to give pleasure. Many sad and 
lonely people, rich and poor, were made happy by her 
visits and her gay and witty talk. “Not peace or unison, 
not joy, not strength or earnestness, is the cachet of the 
Christian, but gaiety. Не is ever shocking worldly men, 
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strenuous moralists, by some play of the spirit A gay 

indicates a loving and thankful heart and how ap- 

our friend was of anything done for her and 

how unforgetting of it! She received as simply and as 

graciously as she gave and she gave not only of her 

means but of herself without stint. Every one in need 

was her neighbor, and how she loved St. Mark's—every 

stick and stone (she had mementoes of this kind among 

her cherished possessions). But most of all she loved 
St. Mark's people, her fellow members of the Parish. 


When there were prayers for the sick and afflicted she 
always wanted to know who was prayed for and was 
the first to call to see what she could do, She never 
sent. Her hand was always in her pocket to help when 
such help was needed. "Thank you so much for letting 
me know. Of course, I want to help,” was her invariable 
answer when asked to contribute to something in the 
Parish, and her giving often meant self-sacrifice and 
self-deni 

During the World War when it was difficult, and some- 
times impossible, to get coal, she told the worker in the 
charity organization in her ward, and the Sisters at our 
Missions, to come to her cellar and get a bucket of coal 
if they needed it and couldn't get it for their poor people. 
‘They did, and she suffered. “Just like the saints,” said 
someone to whom I told this story, and, of course, it was. 
Like the saints, too, she gave quietly and unostentatiously, 
desiring no recognition or reward. 

‘An ancient writer on the spiritual life has said that a 
deeply spiritual person will be so pleasant that all persons 
of good-will will want to be continually in his or ber 
company; such а person was Eugenia Cassatt. May she

The total amount of legacies which we received dur- 
ing the past year has increased our Endowment Fund 
by the sum of $35,730.84. 

"The business administration has been carried through 
with a degree of good judgment, care and efficiency 
which would bear the scrutiny and merit the commen- 
dation of any first rate business corporation, For this 
our Accounting Warden, Mr. Maule, has been respon- 
sible. To him and to his associates of the Vestry 1 
pay the tribute of grateful appreciation which is their 
just due.

ACCOUNTING WARDEN'S REPORT 


In going over the statement of Cash Receipts & Disburse- 
ments in the general account for the Year of 1946, 1 would like 
to call your attention to a few of the major items and compare 
them with the 1945 report. 


Tt is most gratifying to me to note that the receipts in loose 
cash increased approximately $1300.00, the envelopes, $900.00, 
the pew rents, $200.00. The income from endowments increased 
$1685.54 which was due partially to income received from the 
estate of Miss Katharine Buckley and to advantageous reinvest- 
ment of funds by your Trustees of Endowments. In order to try 
to prepare for the cleaning of the organ in the future, the balance 
of $255.37 in the Catherwood Fund for the up-keep of the organ 
was put into a special account so that in the next nine years 
we will be in a position to have this necessary work done. By 
careful planning and budgeting, the disbursements increased only 
$1103.99 so that we ended the year with a balance of $4068.96 
‘which is $233.66 less than our balance at the end of December, 
1945. The repairs to the steeple were not billed or paid until 
1947. These amounted to $4500.00, so in order to meet this 
pense, we will have to show similar increases in the receipts 
from loose cash, envelopes, and budget subscriptions during 1947. 


Again in 1946, your generous gifts to the Missionary Expec- 
tation exceeded the $5000.00 pledge. For 1947, we have pledged 
$7000.00 which is in keeping with the other parishes in the Dio- 
сезе. 1 sincerely hope your continued generosity will enable us 
to meet this increase and maintain the same high standards at 
St. Mark's,

During Lent Si 
thea, S.S.M., held a mission study class on Africa, 
well attended and proved an inspiration to further prayer and 
service. The faithful sewers completed the quota of garments for 
the Supply Committee Much interest was taken in "Material 
Aid" for Europe. The congregation, through the Woman's Aux- 
iliary, contributed $550.06 for medical supplies and vitamins, 
$141.34 for the food and heifer fund, and shipped 14 cartons, 
averaging approximately 700 pounds, for this urgent need, 


Instead of dues, appeals and monthly collections to obtain 
the necessary funds to meet our obligations, a yearly pledge 
system was inaugurated. The pledges for 1946 were offered at 
High Mass in January. The Auxiliary accepted a budget based 
on these pledges presented by the Finance Committee for 
$1,15870, In addition to the pledges we have the "Spire Fund" 
which is for missionary purposes only and is divided equally be- 
tween the five Missionary Committees. (In imagination we build 
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St. Mark's Spire in pennies) It takes 16,000 and we gratefully 
receive the help of the congregation in this project. Total gifts 
Tor 1946 are $1,424.44 (Spire Fund $218.00) thus exceeding the 
budget by $265.74. 

In May, Mrs. William P. Remington was our guest and 
told many interesting experiences of her life in the mission field. 
‘Tea was an occasion for increased fellowship among ourselves 
amd those who came from the Chapels of St. Michael and 
St. Mary. 

‘The aim and desire of the women of St. Mark's Auxiliary 
are best expressed in Archbishop Temple's words: 

“Hearts open to the love of God, 
Minds nurtured by the truth of God, 
Wills devoted to the purpose of God.”

St. Mark's Church on the contrary has stood for the carrying 
ош of our Lord's will in worship as well as in faith and life, 
From 1869 the Lord's own Service has been the principal aci 
ОЁ worship on the Lord's Day as well as on all Holy Days at 
St. Mark's, While daily prayers have been the custom at St. 
Mark's since the year it was opened for Divine Service, and 
while the Church bas the full round of Prayer Book Services, 
(daily Matins and Evensong, and the Litany at least every 
Week) the centrality of our Lord's own Service stands out 
clearly. Our spiritual forebears at St. Mark's took seriously 
our Lord's dying command, "Do this for my recalling,” and 
took seriously also the age-old Catholic tradition that this 
re-calling of our Lord, this bringing back of our Lord's Real 
Presence to the Altar of His Church, should take place at 
least every Sunday. E 

Nor could they rest content with this, As St. Mark's 
was one of the first Episcopal Churches in America to restore 
the weekly Celebration of Holy Communion, so likewise it 
was oue of the first to restore the daily Eucharist—surely 
а return to the primitive Church if ever there was one.

St, Mark's is almost unique in having as its main service 
gery, Sunday, morning a Choral Celebration of the Holy 
Eucharist, rather than a monastic service of human origin, 
yet having this service in strict accordance with the letter 
and spirit of the Prayer Book. It is one of the few parishes 
to have daily, Matins and Evensong and the weekly’ Litany. 
Tt has been in the forefront of the parishes which stress 
as their basis, not the feelings or experiences of men, but the 
mighty acts which God has wrought for our кийа;

Creed. St. Mark's offers the inspiring spectacle of a parish 
Which stands four-square for Catholic faith and worship as 
this Church has received the same, without compromise either 
in the direction of sectarianism or of Romanism.

ACCOUNTING WARDEN'S REPORT 
1947 
The year 1947 was marked by preparations necessary to 
gur Centennial Celebration which was climaxed on St Mark's 
Day, , April 25th, 1948, when confirmation was admin- 
istered by the Rt. Rev. Oliver J. Hart, Bishop of the Diocese 
of Pennsylvania. 


You will note that the “Repairs” account was rather 
large this year due to the installation of the lighting fixtures 
in the Church and the Chancel. Entirely new and up-to-date 
wiring had to be installed in order to meet the requirements 
of the Fire Underwriters, but this is another improvement 
and safety measure of which we can be justly proud. 


Salaries were increased in 1947 and again at the begin- 
ning of 1948 in order to help offset some of the general 
increases in cost facing our faithful employees. Maintenance 
costs are still on the increase and our receipts from the 
Endowments and Parishioners decreased so that we had a 
deficit in the amount of $1,367.82 although thanks to our 
reserve we ended the year in the Black. Our reserve is al- 
most entirely gone and certainly will not carry us through 
1948 unless everyone gives as generously as possible. 


Many parishioners contributed either partially or $100 
to the Centennial Fund during the year so that they have 
very small balances, if any, remaining to meet the requested 
minimum of $100 from every parishioner, Thus the amount 
received to date will be a nucleus with which to start our 
Centennial. Fund Drive under the leadership of Mr. J. 
Kennard Skilling, which is getting under way as this 
being written. 

St. Mark's is wealthy in Tradition only and it is earnestly 
hoped that when you are given the opportunity of contrib- 
uting to the Centennial Fund and the general running ex- 
penses of the Church, you will do so gladly and to the best 
of your ability.

YOUTH WORK 


St Mark's Young People's Group, under its present 
organization, began on September 21st, 1947, when a small 
group of young persons met for a Corporate Communion, 
Was laid Yor the work of the year П As the group 
took its place in the Ше of the parish, it to take on its 
‘own responsibilities, and elected its own officers. 


The New Year pointed out several things which 
would strengthen our work among young people. It 
was soon discovered that the parish needed two groups: 
one group primarily for “teen-agers,” the other for those 
in the twenties. Those twenty and above are now in the 
process of forming what is to be known as the "20 Plus 
Club The "Teen-agers" have grown steadily, and new 
members are added monthly. 


It was also felt that the Young People should have 
a room peculiarly their own, a room smaller and less 
formal than the Guild Hall. Consequently, we decided 
to move our headquarters to the basement of the Parish 
House. The Young People cleaned up and re-decorated 
the large basement room, naming the room St. Mark's 
"Rec. Room“ 


Highlights of our program have been a hay-ride, а 
trip to the Catholic Congress at Washington, singing 
Christmas Carols to the patients at the Penna. Hospital 
for Mental and Nervous Diseases, to the shut-ins of the 
parish and to the guests at St. Anna's Home. 


Every person attending young peoples meetings is 
also a member of Mr. Skilling's Senior Church School 
Class. Each young person is involved in some form of 

rish activity, such as Acolytes, Junior Altar Guild and 

urch School. All the young people are much involved 
with the parish and show a real love for St. Mark's. 

During the Centenary Celebration, the Young People acted 
as guides and ushers for many of the events, ‘Their interests 
are not only parochially centered, but reach even beyond the 
Diocese into National Church Affairs,

PREFACE 


The year after a Centennial Celebration is likely to be some- 
what dull and pedestrian. There may be even a marked reces- 
sion in attendance and in giving as compared with the anniver- 
sary year. St. Mark's Church is no exception to this general 
experience, although the recession has been less than might have 
been expected, But we must not be content merely to hold the 
ground gained in recent years, we must energetically push for- 
ward in the cause of Christ. 

Our parish has for years ceased to be а wealthy parish—in 
fact it has very few people of even moderate wealth on its rolls. 
It is not a cause of disappointment, but rather of rejoicing, if 
‘our parish now includes people in all walks of life, and in all 
social and economic strata. But it does need to be emphasized that 
the death or removal of wealthy members and the shrinkage of 
our endowments means that we аге increasingly dependent on 
a large number of gifts and regular pledges from people in mod- 
erate circumstances, rather than on a few large pledges and 
donations. A glance at the figures in this report will have much 
to teach us in this connection. 

At a time when the Catholic Movement is under attack as 

уа! to the Church and her Prayer Book, a parish like St. 
Mark's, which combines loyalty to Catholic faith and worship 
and strict fidelity to the Book of Common Prayer, is a beacon 
light to those who are perplexed and distressed by the doctrinal 
and liturgical anarchy prevalent in some quarters. Returned 
missionaries have said how much of an inspiration the faith and 
liturgical practice of St. Mark’s have been to them. 

We cannot rest on the achievements of the past, glorious as 
these have been. Forgetting those things which are behind, let 
us press on boldly as individuals and as a parish to the mark of 
our high calling in Christ Jesus our Lord.
